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Oh, Come, All Ye Faithful 

Just because you’re paranoid, it doesn’t mean they are out to get you, either

“American politics has often been an arena for angry minds. 
... I call it the paranoid style simply because no other word 
adequately evokes the sense of heated exaggeration, suspi- 
ciousness, and conspiratorial fantasy that I have in mind. In 
using the expression ‘paranoid style’ I am not speaking in a 
clinical sense, but borrowing a clinical term for other purposes. 
I have neither the competence nor the desire to classify any 
figures of the past or present as certifiable lunatics. In fact, the 
idea of the paranoid style as a force in politics would have little 
contemporary relevance or historical value if it were applied 
only to men with profoundly disturbed minds. It is the use of 
paranoid modes of expression by more or less normal people 
that makes the phenomenon significant.” 

- Richard Hofstadter, “The Paranoid Style in American 
Politics,” Harper’s Magazine, November 1964 

The great failure of modem American political thought is 
the abdication of belief in not only the ongoing power 
of compromise but in its dominant value in a demo- 
cratic, constitutional republic as well. Its value 
should be obvious - not just if, but especially 
when, various groups of citizens are advocating 
wildly different and incompatible ideologies based 
on disparate perceptions and opposing values. 

No matter how imperfect and often disappoint- 
ing to all sides the consequences are, generations 
of Americans have accepted (if never exactly wildly 
embraced) legislative compromise as a necessary and 
effective tool of governing. There have been times when it was 
considered far more odious than at other times (witness the 
Civil War). Still, no matter how divergent the views of different 
groups within the society, there has always been a sense of some 
kind of shared, universal commitment to the public good. 

In the past few decades, this has again changed - to the 
point that now almost all legislative compromise is taken 
to indicate that inherently corrupt, morally destructive, and 
ethically cancerous politics are at work. Seemingly of late, 
bipartisan governing has disappeared in the face of a growing 
insistence by all political communities that unwavering loyalty 
(sometimes to the point of extremism) is the only acceptable, 
moral, and pure exercise of one’s responsibilities as a citizen.

These politics almost never consider that the problems facing 
this country have anything to do with differing ideas - ideologies, 
philosophies, and beliefs. Instead, differences are seen as being 
personality-based, caused by often large groups of other Americans 
who are intentionally evil and destructive. The ideas that there is 
a widely shared concern for the good of the country and the 
problems facing it and that differences are due to passionate and 
principled disagreement rather than malevolence no longer bear 
much currency. The strategy of action then has nothing to do with 
ideas but instead involves clearly identifying and demonizing the 
enemy, accompanied by increasing self-aggrandizement. 

My interest in (or obsession with, if you insist) conspiracy-the- 
ory politics is that it is an arena that so clearly stakes out one end 
of this extremism. Claiming to be factually based and patriotically 
driven, it instead represents an unrealistic, blindly uncompromis- 
ing, and profoundly anti-constitutional fanaticism. More than 
many other groups that at least pretend to a philosophy 
and ideology, conspiracy pundits absolutely delight in 
rejecting the “old left/right paradigm.” Whatever they 
intend this to mean, what it does most clearly is 
reject the notion that we are divided not by differ- 
ing ideological positions but rather by something 
much simpler - the notion of the good guys (the 
conspiracy gang) vs. the bad guys (the New World 
Order). Therefore there is little need for much dis- 
cussion about policies or politics, since evidently once 
the good guys get rid of the bad guys, what needs to be 
done will be so obvious that good governing will result from 
an easy harmony of good feelings and commonsense agreements. 

Whenever I write about conspiracy theories, I’m usually greet- 
ed by a near-unanimous chorus of derision. Those who believe 
in them know I’m just a dupe, willing or otherwise. Those who 
are political but don’t believe know there are far more serious 
issues. The latter group usually brings no additional sophistica- 
tion to the inherent and incredible problems of governing a 
democratic constitutional republic of 300 million citizens but 
rather simply identifies a different bad guy (the left, the right, 
multinational corporations, Marxist internationalists, etc.). 

Now, whereas this crowd may rant, rave, and research, they 
are more than likely to do nothing unless through some spec- 
tacular bad luck there is a series of regrettable and unintended 


incidents that backs them into violence. Their “plan” seems to 
be to conduct ever-deeper research while maintaining a genu- 
ine amazement at their own courage, decency, humanity, and 
vision. Meanwhile, they easily damn as much of the population 
as being worthless stooges and unquestioning sheeple, as does 
any imagined New World Order fanatic. 

Next to extensive research, damning those of us who don’t 
agree with them seems to be a favored activity. Last week’s 
column got the following response: 

“Regarding the Chronicle editor’s frequent marginalization of 
folks who mention ‘New World Order,’ keep in mind that the 
so-called conspiracy theorist crowd didn’t pull the term out of 
a tin-foiled hat. H.W Bush mentioned it in several speeches, 
most notably during Gulf War 1 . One could argue that Bush 
41 envisioned some benevolent-new global utopia, but this 
was coming from an old CIA man, whose father, Prescott Bush, 
was complicit ... in funding the German Nazi regime during 
the ’30s ... and was forced to sit down in front of a congres- 
sional committee for violating the Trading With The Enemy Act. 
Adolph Hitler . . . proclaimed at the start of WW2 that ‘the year 
1941 will be ... the historical year of a great European New 
Order.’ Make of it what you want, but the term was around long 
before Alex Jones and others brought it to the public forum.” 

Now the existence of the term long before the current genera- 
tion is certainly true. And oooh. Hitler and the Nazis - that’s very, 
very scary stuff. But just a couple of things that I know won’t carry 
much weight: 1) There have been discussions and speculations on 
One World Government since before the 18 th century, with the 
idea being seriously entertained by the full range of the political 
spectrum. Wendell Wilkie, the longest of long-shot Republican 
candidates who ran for president against Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
in 1940, wrote One World, which became a bestselling book, in 
1943. In it, he strongly supported the idea of some form of “world 
government” after the war. 2) The collapse of the Soviet Union as 
a major world power clearly indicated that there was a New World 
Order. A New World Order can mean a substantial change in 
international politics. This has been the case since the beginning 
of recorded history, which documents regular shifts in dominant 
international, political, and/or cultural powers. Think Babylon, 
Greece, Troy, Rome, Egypt, and Carthage. Think colonization of

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the New World, the American Colonies’ war for 
independence, the defeat of the Spanish Armada, 
Napoleon, and the Boer Wars. Think Chinese 
dynasties and the closing of Japan to the outside 
world. And on and on and on. 

Given the hundreds of thousands of conspir- 
acy theorists and the literally millions of hours 
invested in research and spreading the word, 
this column expresses only my opinion, but if 
they can concretely prove even a very few of their 
assertions, it will stem no tide but rather be over- 
whelmed. Without hesitation, I offer the follow- 
ing opinions. If they are wrong, not only will it be 
very easy to label them as such, but just think of 
the embarrassment I’ll suffer. On the other hand, 
over the years, this isn’t the first time I’ve offered 
up some of these opinions, which have suffered 
a lot of verbal dissent and criticism but have yet 


to be proven wrong. Unfortunately, though 
conspiracy hobbyists work long and hard in 
pursuit of a tailored “truth,” they so prize their 
own views and intelligence over all others’ that 
resolution of most of what they “investigate” 
seems unlikely. 

I say these issues will never be “solved,” 
indicating that these events will remain ever 
more heavily researched without a dominant 
provable theory ever emerging. 

1) On Nov. 22, 1963, President John F. 
Kennedy was assassinated. If, as all these 
“researchers” claim, Lee Harvey Oswald 
didn’t act alone, out of almost half a cen- 
tury of dedicated research by hundreds of 
thousands, nothing has emerged but several 
libraries of books mostly detailing perplex- 
ing issues and circumstantial evidence. 


2) The Oklahoma City federal building 
bombing took place on April 19, 1995. 
Among all the allegations of any number 
of these terrorist acts being “inside jobs” 
(“black flag operations,” as they so love to 
call them), this one is uniquely offensive. 

3) The 9/1 1 attacks will never be “solved.” 
The investigations, though doomed to have 
millions and millions more hours devoted 
to them over the coming decades, will never 
result in anything concrete. 

4) Charges by the “birthers,” a stillborn 
joke of a political allegation (forgive the hor- 
rendous pun), will never lead anywhere.

Frasier-Acevedo exchange confirms value of police oversight

I’m not sure what the fuss is about over Police 
Monitor Margo Frasier’s review memorandum to 
Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo concerning an officer- 
involved shooting last fall, nor over Acevedo’s response 
to Frasier’s memo. Both documents came to light 
last week (maybe that’s one oddity - it took 
six weeks for the chief to respond to the 
monitor’s April 1 memo), and the 
Statesman gave the exchange a front-page 
banner headline in the print edition: 

“Monitor knocks police,” and suggested 
it means a “new level of scrutiny” of APD 
by the Office of the Police Monitor. 

Maybe so - but if this review constitutes 
“strong criticism” (or “second-guessing 
beyond reasonableness,” as Austin Police Association 
President Wayne Vincent told the Statesman ) from 
the mostly toothless OPM, it says more about 
Austin’s low standards of police oversight than it 
does about either what happened in the shooting 
incident or Frasier’s supposedly tough review. 
Reading both her memo and the chief’s May 16 
response, it appears instead that the review pro- 
ceeded pretty much as such things should. Frasier 
commented on the overall incident, including the

91 1-call response, the police reaction, the chase, the 
apprehension, and the shooting; Acevedo respond- 
ed with his own, somewhat less critical version of 
what happened, and everybody agreed, in Acevedo’s 
words: “Any incident, even one that saved lives 
and resulted in no harm to innocent persons 
or police officers, can provide the basis 
for improvement of our response.” 

Indeed, the police officers who 
responded that night, Sept. 25, 2010, 
to a threatening-man-with-gun call per- 
formed professionally and well. Frasier 
puts it flatly that Cpl. Javier Bustos, who 
pursued, shot, and wounded Pat Faith 
(who then killed himself), “acted in compli- 
ance with APD policy.” Acevedo (perhaps a little 
miffed that Frasier doesn’t indulge in conventional 
superlatives) is more effusive, saying Bustos showed 
“remarkable judgment and courage” and that the 
actions of a “myriad” APD staff “saved one or more 
innocent lives.” On Wednesday, Bustos received the 
APD Medal of Valor. 

Okay, chief, bravo. 

But that’s not the point of Frasier’s memo.

At-large trustee Annette 
LoVoi said that the Harvard proposal “has come before us many, many 
times, but I don’t feel that it’s been properly vetted.” - Richard Whittaker

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> CAP METRO BOARD MEMBER GROUNDED Some unexpected tension 
arose at Monday’s Capital Metro board of directors meeting when board 
chair and Austin Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez led a 3-4-1 vote to deny 
board member Beverly Silas funds to travel to Jersey City, N.J., for the 

American Public Transportation Association seminar. The board 
approved money for Silas to travel to Boston for the APTA rail conference, 
but when the seminar vote came up, Martinez objected that Silas was 
getting well over the $6,000 yearly travel allotment per member, a policy 
approved by the board last September. The policy allows members to use 
funds that other members don’t plan to use, as well an additional 
$4,250 in discretionary funds, both subject to board approval, but 
Martinez said Silas was now 41% above her allotment. The curbing of 
transportation funds last year was a symbolic move - ultimately, the trav- 
el budget represents only about .02% of the agency’s budget - intended 
to show board sacrifice when other agency departments were being 
asked to cut back. “Our focus should remain in Austin,” Martinez said. 
“Our travel should remain limited.” At press time, Silas had not replied to 
an email requesting comment. - Lee Nichols 


> CRIME ROLLER COASTER According to statistics collected by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, violent crime in the U.S. decreased 
by 5.5% in 2010. Austin saw a similar overall decrease in violent crimes 
reported to police - down 6% last year - even though the number of mur- 
ders in Austin increased by a whopping 73%, with 38 homicides in 2010 
as compared with just 22 in 2009. The number of forcible rapes reported 
to police remained the same, with 265 reported each year; robbery, how- 
ever, was down 13%. Property crimes reported to police - burglary, larce- 
ny, and motor vehicle theft - decreased by 5% overall, outpacing the 
national decrease of just under 3%. The preliminary numbers collected as 
part of the annual Uniform Crime Reports can be found at www.fbi.gov/ucr.

DO YOU FEEL LUCKY, PHHS? 

Council committee takes next step in reorganizing 
social service funding

City Counci I s Public Health and Human Services 
Committee is kinda like the "Dirty Harry” Callahan of 

council committees: It gets all the toughest cases. 

The fluoride menace? Check. Territorial pissing match- 
es over the city’s live animal outcomes program? Ditto. 
But in the midst of the commissioners’ latest assignment 
- the ongoing rejiggering of city funding to local nonprof- 
its and social service agencies - no one can suggest that 
they’re feeling particularly lucky. 

As the Hustle was wrapping for press on Wednesday, 
the committee was slated to take up the contracting dis- 
cussion, including the request-for-proposals process that 
led to city staff’s controversial recommendations: They 
propose continued funding for only 23 of 51 currently 
funded agencies, shutting out longtime service pro- 
viders like Any Baby Can, Capital IDEA, and 
the Salvation Army. 

The committee’s actions should deter- 
mine when the contracting talk returns to 
the entire council. But it’s worth considering 
the distinctions between two members of 
the PHHS when the recos were initially pre- 
sented at council’s May 12 meeting - and 
what their differences in approach may reflect 
going forward. 

“I found this quote from Theodore Roosevelt that I 
want to use right now because I think it’s important for 
us to keep that in mind as we move forward,” PHHS Chair 
Randi Shade said. “‘In any moment of decision, the best 
thing you can do is the right thing. The next best thing is 
the wrong thing. The worst thing you can do is nothing.’ 
And so we are not doing nothing. I don’t think we’re yet 
at the right thing, and we’re going to be working really 
hard to make sure that we don’t do the wrong thing. 

That’s really the goal.” 

Shade said that some of the discord arising over the 
proposals was because the city was seeing the proverbial 
sausage-making. “I also want to remind the public who’s 
watching and certainly all the organizations who are con- 
cerned that we’re not, you know, a foundation that gets to 
sit in a room and have a really great retreat and use dots 
and decide what we want to prioritize and change our phi- 
losophy for funding and then come up with a great plan 
for execution. We aren’t that way, because we’re a public 
entity. We have to have this discussion, open. So you’re 
hearing it as we’re hearing it, and I don’t know that peo- 
ple really realize that.” 

While Shade characterized the changes as an initial 
proposal subject to further revision (and hence, not as 
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great a cause for alarm), her PHHS colleague Laura 
Morrison took a more pointed tack, criticizing a lack of 
input in the staff review. Saying that “what we have from 
the staff is an output of ... computations and formulas,” 
Morrison argued that “what was missing from that was 
any identification of types of services, because there’s a 
lot of services that can fit into ‘transition out of poverty’ 
or ‘safety net’ or ‘problem prevention’ [priorities initially 
defined by council]. So the concern that I have, or where 
I think we need the most amount of work now, is to look 
at a spread of the types of services that we have in the 
top scoring.” 

ELSEWHERE ON THE BOARDWALK 

While any decision on nonprofit contracting is

While we’re on the subject, Item 75 
from lead sponsor Morrison would return 
$550,000 in unallocated social service funds 
from last year to the Health and Human 
Services Department; the item also calls for the 


grams needed to fill the gap in social services for 
Austin youth and bring back a report to Council by June 23.” 
Elsewhere, transportation measures account for much 
of the agenda. Items 64-67 combine $500,000 in 
TxDOT/federal funding with contributions from Capital 
Metro to install traffic sensors that will facilitate bus rap- 
id-transit service - the kind that can “hold” lights for 
buses. Also, Item 73, from lead sponsor Lee Leffing- 
well, would open a free cell-phone waiting area (where 
people can wait until called to pick up passengers, now 
common at many airports) at Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport no later than Jan. 1. Item 18 
delivers an additional $70,000 to Casabella Architects 
(bringing its total contract to $2.65 million) to change sig- 
nage of the semi-newly christened Emma S. Barrientos 
Mexican American Cultural Center, plus perform a 
parking study for the MACC and the surrounding crowded 
Rainey Street area. And since the Lady Bird Lake 
Boardwalk technically meets transportation criteria 
(according to bond spending, at least), Item 31 inks an 
agreement between the city and the Trail Foundation for 
the latter to contribute $3 million in donations toward the 
city’s boardwalk project. ■

B-Movie Melodrama 

Frasier’s express task is to identify those 
things, as the chief acknowledges, that “can 
provide the basis for improvement.” The 
chase-and-shooting was of the sort that is a 
magnet for TV news, one that young cops 
tend to relish but veterans treat with extreme 
caution. At their first knowledge of the situa- 
tion (distraught ex-boyfriend brandishing 
and shooting a gun), responding officers 
learned that they might be encountering a 
potential “suicide by cop” - an impression 
quickly confirmed when they arrived at the 
house. Faith released his ex-girlfriend, but 
told cops they “would have to kill him” and 
began leading them on what became a 
45-minute, high-speed chase. (Faith would 
turn back or slow down when he thought he 
was losing the pursuing officers.) 

In the middle of a Friday night/Saturday 
morning, officers tracked Faith by vehicle and 
helicopter; they were eventually able to slow 
him by use of a “stinger” tire-deflating device; 
and only when he stopped (after going the 
wrong way on Ben White near Riverside) and 
pointed his guns at another driver did Bustos 
shoot him, in the shoulder. Faith fell, and 
then shot himself to death. 

Frasier recounts the episode in detail and 
questions whether the stinger could have been 
deployed sooner (Acevedo says no), whether 
too many cops were “shadowing” the chase 
(Acevedo disagrees), and whether too many 
(about 20) directly approached the shooting 
scene (since they had to be warned against 
cross fire, that seems quite likely). There are 
arguments on both sides of this divide, and 
Frasier’s broad and reasonable recommenda- 
tion is that all these things be reviewed by 
APD for future adjustment and training. 

Nobody mentions it at all, but the entire 
episode rests on the dubious Texas premise 
that it’s a good thing to have a handgun read- 
ily available at all times. Faith reportedly had 
two, which he repeatedly fired in the air, 
apparently hoping to provoke the officers 
into killing him. 

Leave a Message 

The most troublesome failure, in fact, was 
not directly a police-response issue - instead, 
it was the clumsy handling of the 911 phone 
calls, initially from the ex-girlfriend (who was 


first directed to EMS instead of APD) and 
then from Faith himself during the chase. He 
wanted to talk to the girlfriend (a potential 
negotiating chip) but instead kept getting 
directed to other operators repeating the 
same questions, or even to voice mail. Indeed, 
that section of Frasier’s memo reads like an 
inadvertent draft of a Saturday Night Live 
sketch: “This was so even after Faith had 
called several times. ... [T]ime and time 
again, Faith was transferred from one person 
to another and asked the same questions.” 
One can only hope one of the questions 
wasn’t “Is this the person to whom I am 
speaking?” Frasier remarks drily, “Faith’s 
tone [on the tape] . . . reflected his increasing 
frustration.” (On that one score, we’ve all 
been there.) There’s an undeniable though 
unmeasurable possibility that if his ex-girl- 
friend or a police negotiator had managed to 
speak with him, Faith might have been talked 
down, and no one else’s life would have been 
endangered. That 911 call-response process 
definitely needs fixing. 

It seems clear, however, that Faith had 
decided to die, but either he could not 
work up the courage to do it himself, or else 
he wanted his death to be particularly melo- 
dramatic. He did everything he could to 
force the officers to shoot him, and they 
held their fire until Faith, by threatening 
others, left them no choice. Under the cir- 
cumstances, Frasier’s judgment - “The 
officers ... demonstrated great restraint” - 
seems flatly accurate, and Bustos deserves 
his medal. The police monitor’s review 
appears to have been thorough, attentive to 
detail, and quite useful. In his response, 
Acevedo gets his back up a little, and per- 
haps spends more time posturing than 
necessary - but even he grudgingly acknowl- 
edges the need for improvement, especially 
in emergency communications: “a refresher 
on the importance of obtaining and relay- 
ing vital information to the parties who 
need it, in the most efficient manner pos- 
sible.” 

Of course, that’s what the entire police 
oversight process is all about - relaying vital 
information to the parties who need it, includ- 
ing the public. Congratulations to Cpl. Bustos, 
the APD, and Police Monitor Frasier. ■

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Leaked AFD Exam Adds Fuel to Fire 


Impromptu press conferences are rarely 
good things. They conjure up thoughts of 
political sex scandals, financial malfeasance, 
steroid use, or worse. So when Austin Fire 
Department Chief Rhoda Mae Kerr hastily 
took the podium at City Hall last Thursday, 
we had to figure things were bad. 

And they were. Turns out that two days ear- 
lier, Kerr had received an anonymous letter 
alleging that the questions and grid scoring 
sheets for the structured oral interview por- 
tion of the long-running AFD testing process 
had been distributed to select candidates, 
obviously affording any such candidates an 
unfair advantage and compromising the 
entire effort. 

“How can the Local 975 Union moles be 
allowed to take the test and the interview 
and pass the answers from both tests to 
selected individuals?” the anonymous letter 
sender asked. “As you can see I have 
enclosed proof.” That proof, unfortunately for 
AFD, was an official copy of the questions 
and scoring grid used by interviewers during 
the two-week process conducted earlier this 
month - although the actual source of the 
leaked material remains unknown. 

Still, Kerr told reporters, the department 
didn’t actually have proof that individual test- 
takers had seen the questions beforehand. 
“The only thing we were able to do was to 
ascertain that it was actually the correct doc- 
ument,” Kerr said at the press conference. 


“We have not been able to ascertain or cor- 
roborate that indeed the process was com- 
promised or that somebody had those docu- 
ments or had an unfair advantage. But in the 
interest of being fair and in the interest of 
being sure that everybody has an equal 
opportunity and equal access and has the 
opportunity for fair treatment, we are going to 
discard the structured oral interview scores 
that we have currently got in our process, 
and we will start over again.” 

So those 2,400 or so applicants who took 
the structured oral interview will have to take 
it again at some point. When that will be is 
currently anybody’s guess. AFD spokespeo- 
ple, finding themselves suddenly in the mid- 
dle of a police investigation, aren’t talking, 
but department officials have said the pro- 
cess couldn’t possibly take place before the 
end of June, about the time they were hoping 
to bring in their newest cadet class. 

The thing is, a breach like this isn’t neces- 
sarily surprising. Here you’ve got 58 evalua- 
tors and staff members along with 48 volun- 
teers conducting 15-minute interviews with 
2,400 applicants in rapid succession over 10 
days like they’re capping ketchup bottles on 
a conveyor belt: Add it up, and the possibili- 
ties for a leak are endless. 

Just ask Chad Legel, president of I/O 
Solutions, the consulting firm the city hired 
to help design the test. As part of the arbitra- 
tion process to settle the ongoing grievance

against AFD filed by the Austin Firefighters 
Association over hiring practices and diver- 
sity, Legel admitted last month that a com- 
promise is always a risk when conducting 
oral interviews over several days. “I always 
tell people that when you protract a process 
beyond a day, when you have multiple days, 
there’s always a chance that Jimmy can tell 
somebody else, his friend, what the ques- 


tions on the oral interview were,” Legel said, 
“and that’s a legitimate concern.” 

So the question at this point becomes: 

Who had access to those test questions and 
scoring grids, and how well were those peo- 
ple trained? Kerr said last Thursday that 58 
people, including evaluators and department 
staff, had access to the test. And regular 
readers of the Chronicle will recall that AFD 
recruited 48 volunteers from the community 
to help conduct the interviews. They might 
also recall that those volunteers were paid in 
lunch for 10 full days of work (see “AFD’s 
Volunteer Hire Department,” May 6). 

In the end, it’s just more bad news for AFD 
at a time when bad news seems to be every- 
where. At press time, AFD and Austin 
Firefighters Association officials were at 
department headquarters, deep into the sec- 
ond part of the arbitration process, which is 
meant to determine if the test that just got 
compromised was even worth the paper it 
was printed on. Actually, if there’s any good 
news to this whole sordid affair at all, it’s 
that, upon hearing the news, I/O Solutions 
agreed to create and conduct another oral 
interview process at cost, $10,000. That 
may not seem like such great news consider- 
ing taxpayers have already paid $180,000 to 
the Chicago-based firm, but considering the 
alternatives - either an understaffed fire 
department or a fire department staffed by 
firefighters who may or may not have cheated 
on their entrance exams - $10,000 may turn 
out to be the cheapest peace of mind we 
ever bought. - Josh Rosenblatt 


Fightin’ Words in Council Run-off 


If there was any doubt whether Randi Shade would duke it 
out in a run-off, those doubts were dispelled during a press 
conference last week, with Shade laying out a combative take 
on her opponent, election night front-runner Kathie Tovo. 

Making her case in City Hall’s media room, Shade was 
flanked by supporters, including Mayor Lee Leffingwell and 
Council Member Chris Riley. In her remarks, Shade prom- 
ised to define “stark differences” between herself and Tovo, 
emphasizing three in particular. On Water Treatment Plant 
No. 4, she reiterated, Tovo “won’t say if she would vote to 
stop construction if she were elected. That’s a clear choice 
for the voters to make.” 

Shade also called public safety her top priority, alleging 
Tovo has “said very clearly that she believes we spend too 
much money on public safety.” She also says Tovo “speaks 
with a forked tongue” on development issues, opposing dens- 
er development like the Park PUD, which, Shade argues, will 
provide the tax base and central city development that will 
keep neighborhood schools open. 

It remains to be seen whether Shade will see dividends 
from her attempt to turn potential liabilities among certain 
voters into strengths with others, but she’s doubling down on 
the hot-button issues. On WTP4, she writes, “I have an excel- 
lent track record on environmental issues, but to some folks 
who claim to represent the entire environmental community, 
my vote to proceed with this important infrastructure invest- 
ment trumps all else. This vocal minority of citizens does not 
represent the entire environmental community, nor does it 
represent the best interests of our community as a whole.” 

“I heard some of the distinctions she drew yesterday, and I 
think most of them were frankly inaccurate,” Tovo told the 
Chronicle. “My idea of ‘complete communities’ definitely 
includes having safe and secure neighborhoods, so a big part 


of that is making sure we have police and EMS and firefighters 
out on the street. I certainly don’t support any cuts to those,” 
she says. And on development issues, Tovo notes: “Just talk- 
ing about density doesn’t get us there. Just talking about tall 
buildings doesn’t get us there. It’s really about the kind of 
buildings we’re developing, and what kind of services we have 
near them.” She proposes tools like density bonuses tied to 
community benefits as a solution to development woes. 



As for WTP4, Tovo wouldn’t say whether she would act to 
stop the plant if elected. “I did say, and I stand by it, that had 
I been on council, I wouldn’t have voted for it. To me, it’s a 
different question now, because the project is under construc- 
tion and there has been a substantial investment of taxpayer 
dollars. So any decision would have to be considered in light 
of the financial implication, the economic implications - I 
don’t have access to all of the information at this point. My 
priorities are: going to make sure we have an ample, secure 
water supply and that any decision [I make] protect that 
investment.” Tovo also renewed her previous calls to look for 
cost savings and efficiencies in plant construction. 


“I’ve got a really broad base of support,” Tovo said, when 
asked to define her own differences with Shade. “While there 
certainly are members of the development community on 
there, that’s not my primary backing.” 

TOVO ROLLS IN DOUGH, YO 

Late last week, Shade’s campaign finance complaint 
against the Tovo campaign was dismissed by the city Ethics 
Review Commission. Shade had filed regarding an email 
her opponent’s campaign had sent from former Save Town 
Lake President Tom Cooke; the email did not carry any dis- 
claimer language. “It is my belief that the disclaimer lan- 
guage was purposefully omitted by the Tovo campaign in 
order to disguise the true source of the communication,” 
Shade wrote in her complaint. However, the commission 
found they had no jurisdiction to rule on the matter - more- 
over, under the current ordinance, it’s not clear who does. 
“This is a victory and a vindication,” Tovo said of the Ethics 
Review Commission’s decision. “I hope that today will mark 
the end of the petty tactics - and spurious, made-up charges 
- coming out of my opponent’s campaign.” 

On Monday, Shade filed a related complaint with the city 
clerk, charging that Tovo violated the Fair Campaign 
Ordinance by accepting the email list, containing more than 
8,000 names, as a contribution. “There is no question that 
the fair market value of an ‘opt in’ email list of over 8,000 
local recipients exceeds the legal contribution limit of $350,” 
wrote Shade in a statement. 

The motivation behind Shade’s complaint? To prevent Tovo 
from collecting $64,000 in public funds for her run-off cam- 
paign because she signed the city’s “fair campaign” pledge. 
“If the City Clerk finds that a violation occurred, the Tovo 
campaign should not receive public funds,” wrote Shade. 
However, on Tuesday, that’s just what happened: Tovo 
received $64,157 from the city clerk. Again, Shade’s com- 
plaint fell outside the city clerk’s purview. - Wells Dunbar

Out of the Schools and Into the Polls 


Whatever happens with school finance this 
session, everyone agrees on one fact: There 
will be less money per child, and it’s too late 
to add any cash to the pot. So lawmakers 
are faced with a new conundrum: Which pres- 
sure group will hit them hardest in next 
year’s primaries over this year’s votes? The 
potential answer is still very much in doubt. 
Late Monday, the last-ditch school finance 
reforms in Senate Bill 1581 died as lawmak- 
ers failed to reach a consensus on how to 
distribute the cuts. Unless a last-minute 
patch can be added on to SB 1811, the fis- 
cal matters bill, an education special session 
is a virtual certainty. 

Earlier this session, right-wing think tank 
Americans for Prosperity launched its Red 
Apple Project to “name and shame” what it 
saw as profligate districts. Fellow conserva- 
tive ideologues at Texans for Fiscal 
Responsibility have a website, 

Protect the Classroom, hosting 
a series of videos promoting the 
idea that Texas public schools 
are larded with profligate admin- 
istrators and that anyone who is 
not a classroom teacher is a 
drain on school resources. The 
purpose was to encourage law- 
makers to cut education budgets; 
however, not only the anti-spending lobby- 
ists have been putting the spotlight on legisla- 
tors. Nonpartisan nonprofit Raise Your Hand 
Texas raised its public profile by releasing 
public service announcements featuring actor 
Tommy Lee Jones and former AT&T CEO Ed 
Whitacre calling for a meaningful investment 
in schools. Save Texas Schools is taking a 
more direct approach. On May 21, 300 pro- 
testers gathered in the state Capitol to send 
a clear message to lawmakers: “The eyes of 
Texas are upon you, and we will vote you out,” 
they loudly sang in the House lobby. 


The response was mixed. Some lawmak- 
ers applauded and high-fived the protes- 
tors as they walked to the rotunda. Others 
took a quick left turn out of the House and 
down the stairs, avoiding the gantlet. It 
was a similar situation later in the after- 
noon when the protesters visited district 
offices: In some, they found a warm recep- 
tion from staff, while at others they were 
met by locked doors. While it may be too 
late to change many minds, event organiz- 
er Allen Weeks said, “We made a state- 
ment to the education supporters that they 
are not alone.” 

Yet House Public Education Committee 
Chair Rob Eissler, R-The Woodlands, argues 
that the per-student cut in school finances 
simply reflects last November’s conservative 
sweep at the ballot box: “That’s the mood of 
the state. That’s the direction of the elec- 
tion.” That said, the Legislature is 
tempering some cuts. When the 
budget conference committee 
emerged on Monday afternoon, 
word spread quickly that they 
had agreed upon the less-damag- 
ing Senate draft. That leaves edu- 
cation roughly $3.8 billion short of 
maintaining current funding levels, 
rather than the $8 billion proposed by 
the House. Eissler defended the cuts, say- 
ing, “I know people like to throw around num- 
bers like we don’t spend enough, but does 
spending equal quality?” 

For Austin Democratic Rep. Mark Strama, 
that kind of thinking depends on “an extraordi- 
narily specious logical leap that ‘Maybe if we 
cut spending, then test scores will start going 
up.’ That obviously doesn’t make any sense.” 
The big question will be whether school 
investment is a real priority to voters, and 
Save Texas Schools may have the numbers 
on its side. A recent statewide survey by the

University of Texas at Austin and the Texas 
Tribune shows that only 15% of respondents 
back any cuts to public education spending. 
Breaking down the numbers, the highest level 
of support was for cutting the provision for 
pre-K, and even that could muster only 40% 
support. Even with those numbers, the final 
budget is expected to cancel funding for full- 
day pre-K through Early Start grants, leaving 
parents with only the less useful half-day pro- 
vision. Similarly, many educational assistance 
and early graduation grants are under the 
axe, while both House and Senate zeroed out 
the technology allotment intended to help 
districts with their computer needs. Austin 
Rep. Donna Howard argued that all runs 
counter to last session’s commitment to 
making every graduate college- or career- 
ready. “Whatever movement we having been 
making [will] suffer a setback,” the House 
Higher Education Committee member said. 


All that’s really left to argue is how to 
spend what little funding will be put into the 
Foundation Schools Program. That is a 
change from the interim, when major budget 
figures like Senate Finance Committee Chair 
Steve Ogden, R-Bryan, talked publicly about 
the need for sweeping school finance reform. 
Strama praised Ogden for being “very intellec- 
tually honest about the structural deficit” creat- 
ed by the Lege in 2006. “The problem seems 
to be that he is a very lonely voice in the 
Republican caucus,” he added. However, Save 
Texas Schools plans to make sure he is not so 
lonely next session. The group is already orga- 
nizing a statewide convention for July and is 
discussing both backing pro-education candi- 
dates and recruiting primary challengers. 
Weeks said the May 21 demonstration “made 
that first initial statement that, ‘You may think 
it’s over, but it’s just begun.’ The next election 
cycle had begun.” - Richard Whittaker 


From Womb to Bill to Law to Court? 


Although many folks suspected Gov. Rick Perry would find 
a spectacle as backdrop for signing the new ultrasound- 
before-abortion bill - perhaps on a Sunday after church? - 
he instead chose a more sedate route, signing the measure 
into law on May 19. It’s set to take effect Sept. 1, but a legal 
challenge appears likely. (Not one to pass up a chance to 
pander, however, Perry did follow up with a “ceremonial” sign- 
ing May 24, where he was joined by bill authors Rep. Sid 
Miller, R-Stephenville, and Sen. Dan Patrick, R-Houston, for 
a photo op with the press.) 

Abortion providers have little time to prepare for imple- 
menting the law, which would require any woman seeking an 
abortion to undergo an ultrasound procedure at least 24 
hours prior to termination and, except in certain limited cir- 
cumstances, listen to a description of fetal development. For 
those providers, the stakes are high: Failure to comply with 
the law’s various provisions can cost a doctor his or her 
license - a troubling situation given the fact that many provid- 
ers say the law’s language is tragically vague. For example, 
the measure allows some women to avoid two features of the 
law - viewing the ultrasound image and listening to the fetal 
heartbeat - but gives no guidance on when a woman should 
be informed of her ability to opt out. And, while she is lying 


prone with feet in stirrups, what will 
it take to ensure she isn’t a captive 
audience for the images and 
sounds? Moreover, the bill provides 
an exemption to the 24-hour rule for 
women who live more than 100 
miles from an abortion provider, but 
whose responsibility is it to check 
that the 100-mile rule is met? Does 
the clinic have to vet the client’s 
address and then check to see what providers are close by? 
Or must the patient provide documentation? And other opt- 
out contingencies - such as for victims of rape or incest (as 
reported to police, unless reporting would put the woman’s 
life in danger) or when a fetus has an irreversible abnormality 
- present further conundrums. For example, a woman must 
certify that one of the exemption conditions exists, but what 
if she lies? Does she get in trouble, or does that also impli- 
cate the doctor? And if that is the case, how does a clinic or 
doctor verify the truth of the affidavit? In short, the text rais- 
es many questions and provides few answers. 

There also remains a question of whether someone will 
sue to keep the law from taking effect - namely the Center

for Reproductive Rights, which last year filed a legal chal- 
lenge to a similar law in Oklahoma for its violation of privacy 
rights, for forcing a woman to hear information that may not 
be relevant to her medical care, and for interfering with the 
doctor-patient relationship, which potentially degrades the 
relationship by compelling the doctor to deliver “unwanted 
speech,” according to the CRR. A judge in July 2010 blocked 
enforcement of the new law until the legal challenge could be 
settled; the suit is still pending. 

Bebe Anderson, senior counsel for the CRR, says the cen- 
ter has been monitoring closely Texas’ ultrasound legislation 
and is preparing to challenge the law in court. “It is an 
extreme intrusion and patronizing to women,” she said, adding 
that it would be too soon to discuss the possible grounds for 
the suit, but that “certainly the law has some of the same 
serious flaws that Oklahoma’s has .... It is very important that 
this law not go into effect.” For starters, the measure repre- 
sents an attack on the doctor-patient relationship and a trou- 
bling view of women as incapable of making serious medical 
decisions. “It is particularly extreme and offensive,” she said. 

Anderson would not say when the suit might be filed but 
said the center is “certainly well-aware of the effective date” 
attached to the law. - Jordan Smith 
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SENATE BILL 1811

As the only potential source of extra cash this session, Senate Bill 1811 
was always going to be important. Now it may be the most important bill of 
the session. Originally it was the vehicle for $4 billion in one-time revenue and 
accounting tricks to help get Texas through the next biennium. Then the Lege 
failed to enact any of the multiple school finance reform bills, and its last 
option is to tack education funding onto this unrelated measure in conference 
committee. However, they still don’t know what kind of reform they want. House Public Education 
Committee Chair Rob Eissler, R-The Woodlands, is pushing for a strategy called proration - to cut 
every school district’s funding by 6% - but the Senate hates that idea, arguing that it just kicks 
the school finance can down the road for another two years. Eissler’s Senate counterpart Florence 
Shapiro, R-Plano, wants sweeping reforms, but the House fears permanent changes will cripple 
many school districts. Both options mean less investment in classrooms, but the race is on to get 
something approved by both chambers before the legislative session ends on Monday, May 30. 
School districts want word on the cuts before the summer break so they can finalize their man- 
gled budgets. Legislative Republicans are terrified of a summer special session because that will 
keep their budget debacle on the front page for months. Yet if the House and Senate cannot 
reach an agreement soon, the whole budget (including the $4 billion Duncan worked so hard to 
find) implodes, and everyone will be back in July - if not sooner. - Richard Whittaker

End of the Road for Five-Way Stop? 



Some residents oppose the city’s proposed closure of Bruning Avenue, which runs diagonally 
from North Loop to Duval Street, where it is the fifth spoke in the 5lst/Duval Street intersection. 


Unlike supposedly objective news outlets, 
we at the Chronicle make a point to be open 
about our biases. So I’ll be up-front: I hate 
five-way intersections. 

The fifth wheel analogy perfectly applies to 
the fifth street. Other intersections are sim- 
ple and logical, but at five-ways, nobody 
knows what to do with that car over there, 
coming in from a strange angle. Drivers stare 
at one another, uncertain whose turn is next. 
And then they all go at once, slam on their 
brakes, and stare at one another again. 

But this is Austin, eternally keepin’ it 
weird, so it came as no surprise to find out 
some folks around the 51st Street and Duval 
Street area are fighting to keep one open. 

The city has proposed closing parts of 
Bruning Avenue, a little street (0.3 miles) that 
cuts diagonally across a few North Loop neigh- 
borhood blocks to connect Airport Boulevard 
with Duval Street, where it is the fifth spoke 
of the 51st/Duval Street intersection. 

Back in October, traffic lights were 
installed, but the city found that due to the 
five-way design, the lights just made the inter- 
section less efficient. The answer, says the 
city, is to close off the ends of Bruning at 
51st/Duval Street and 53rd/Clarkson Avenue. 
The middle portion would still be open. 

“Temporarily closing the Bruning Avenue 
leg of the [51st/Duval Street] intersection 
will essentially allow the intersection to func- 
tion as a simple four-legged intersection, 
which is safer and more accessible for all 
roadway users,” city Transportation 
Department Director Robert Spillar wrote in 
a memo to City Council. “Closure of Bruning 
Avenue at E. 53rd Street/Clarkson Avenue is 
to prevent through traffic from coming to the 
closed intersection from the ‘back side.’” 

The city would study the effects for at 
least 90 days and see if permanent closure 
is warranted. 

Neighborhood resident Bob Breeze - an 
employee of Austin Energy, the city’s electric 


provider - is leading the charge to keep the 
street open. He acknowledges that he’ll have 
to fight against people who share my bias; 
Breeze says he and another neighbor met 
with City Council Member Chris Riley, and 
“it appears that there are some people that 
absolutely abhor five-way stops. 

“Actually, we consider that the uniqueness 
of that intersection is what made it safe,” 
Breeze continues. “People would snap out of 
it, they’d look and go, ‘Oh jeez, this is an 
unusual situation; I need to pay attention 
here.’ That would slow their speed through 
the intersection. I look at that as maybe a 
hundred years from now, that’s where the 
Flatiron Building’s gonna be in Austin,” 
referring to the iconic, triangle-shaped New 
York City skyscraper. “It could be some Plain 
Jane thing, or that can be a very unique loca- 
tion in the city.” 

But Breeze says he looks at it mainly for 
its use as an easy exit from the neighbor- 
hood. As his sister Gail Breeze put it in an 
email, it’s “an important cut-through street to 
Mrs. Johnson’s Donuts & Quality Sea- 
food.” (Actually, she should probably check 
her geography on Mrs. Johnson’s - Bruning 
would actually take her away from there - but 
access to Quality Seafood is a pretty compel- 
ling argument. And it’s a direct route to 
Highland Mall, the major shopping destina- 
tion in the ... no, wait, scratch that.) 

Bob Breeze agrees that 51st Street has 
problems but says the trouble point is 51st 
and Airport, crossing the MetroRail Red Line 
track. “The solution we’re getting doesn’t 
make any sense,” he says. When 51st backs 
up, “Bruning serves as a safety valve. If 
you’re trying to go east on 51st and you see 
that backup, your logical response to that is 
to go down Bruning.” 

Neighborhood opinion is not unanimous, 
however. Longtime transportation activist 
Patrick Goetz, a former member of the city’s 
Urban Transportation Commission, sup- 


ports at least trying the Bruning closure. He 
worked on the North Loop Neighborhood 
Plan back in 2003, in which closure of 
Bruning was suggested, so he says the 
Northfield Neighborhood Association was 
receptive when the city approached them 
about it this year and agreed to a temporary 
closure. (The Hyde Park Neighborhood 
Association has opposed the closure.) 

“One of the concerns the parents at 
Ridgetop Elementary have is that there’s a 
crossing guard on 51st Street, but there’s 
not one on Bruning,” Goetz says. “The traffic 
right now on Bruning is faster than on 51st.” 
Indeed, Mike Wong, president of the 


Northfield NA and chair of the Ridgetop 
Elementary Campus Advisory Council, com- 
plained in an email that cars often go 40-45 
miles per hour down Bruning, well above 
speeds safe for a neighborhood street. 

“It’s irrational to oppose a temporary clo- 
sure,” Goetz says. “The whole point of the 
temporary closure is to figure out whether 
this is going to improve traffic problems on 
51st. I think everyone in our neighborhood 
association and the planning team agrees 
that if it doesn’t work out, if it hasn’t 
improved anything, then let’s just dismantle 
the closure and go back to the status quo.”

Cops Don't Let Cops Drive Drunk 


Austin Police Department Chief Art 
Acevedo on May 19 fired former SWAT offi- 
cer Michael Hamilton and suspended six 
other officers in connection with a Dec. 2, 
2010, one-car crash that destroyed $40,000 
worth of city property. 

On the night of the crash, Hamilton and 
five other members of the SWAT team, all of 
whom were on call for the department and 
driving city-owned take-home vehicles, had 
attended a football-watching party at the 
home of fellow Officer Eric Fitzgerald, in vio- 
lation of department policies regarding drink- 
ing and operating city vehicles while on call. 
Hamilton and one of the officers, Will 
Mercado, had also gone drinking at restau- 
rant/bar Twin Peaks earlier; Hamilton left the 
party around midnight even though Fitzgerald 
had offered him a place to stay for the night. 
No one tried to stop Hamilton from driving 
(nor did any of the other officers stay the 
night or seek a sober ride home); while driv- 


ing on Convict Hill Road, Hamilton lost con- 
trol of his car and crashed. 

Officers who responded to the scene 
smelled alcohol on Hamilton, but when they 
asked him if he had been drinking, Hamilton 
“repeatedly lied and said ‘no,’” Acevedo 
wrote in a disciplinary memo. Hamilton also 
refused to take a field sobriety test; more 
than three hours later, after officers secured 
a warrant to take and test his blood, 
Hamilton’s blood-alcohol content was nearly 
twice the legal limit. 

Mercado, who also drove home in a city- 
owned vehicle after drinking - and who 
should have recognized that Hamilton was 
drunk, Acevedo pointed out in a memo - was 
handed a 15-day suspension; Fitzgerald, who 
hosted the party and failed to stop Hamilton 
from driving home (and did not call 911 to 
report Hamilton’s drunken driving after the 
officer drove off), was given a five-day sus- 
pension, as were Officers James Harvel and 


Alejandro Torres. Harvel and Torres, who 
were on call for the SWAT team that night 
while drinking, failed to notify supervisors 
that they were drinking and should be taken 
“off-call,” and drove home in city-owned cars. 
SWAT team Officer Bryan Bowen got a 


10-day suspension, while Officer Jon 
Ippolito was given four days’ for driving 
home from the party, after drinking, in a car 
that had been given to him for use in connec- 
tion with his duties with the APD’s gang unit.

KOCHS TAKE ONE ON THE CHIN 

It’s always good to see a corporate bully 
get popped right in the snout by those it’s 
bullying - and what bully is more deserving 
of a comeuppance than Koch Industries? 

This $100 billion-a-year conglomerate rou- 
tinely runs roughshod over everything from 
the environment to workers’ rights. Likewise, 
the two Koch brothers who run it are right- 
wing extremists who feel entitled to throw 
their multibillion-dollar fortunes at America’s 
historic democratic structures, hoping to 
knock them down and erect their own corpo- 
rate plutocracy over our democracy.

The message was 
clear: Mess with us, and we’ll bury you in 
legal costs. 

That’s when Public Citizen stepped in. 
This longtime champion of the rights of the 
little guy has a group of top-notch lawyers, 
and they went head-to-head with the 
Kochites in federal court. They requested 
that Judge Dale Kimball quash the subpoe- 
nas, protect the spoofers’ identities, and 
dismiss the Kochs’ lawsuit. On May 9, the 
judge said yes to all three requests. 

The Kochs are still bullies, but it sure 
feels good to see them knocked down a peg. 


MUZZLING MICHIGAN PROFESSORS 

Suddenly - from out of the blue - three 
professors at three different Michigan uni- 
versities simultaneously received identical 
freedom-of-information demands for any and 
all of their emails that used certain words. 

The three are professors of labor studies, 
and the words in question were: “Scott 
Walker,” the union-busting governor of 
Wisconsin; “Madison,” the capital city at the 
center of mass protests against Walker’s 
assault on workers’ rights; and “Rachel 
Maddow,” the TV talk show host who has 
covered the public rebellion against Walker. 

However, this odd demand for emails did 
not really come from out of the blue, but 
from out of far right field, specifically from a 
ferociously anti-union corporate front group 
called the Mackinac Center for Public 
Policy. Peek behind the Mackinac curtain, 
and you’ll find piles of right-wing money from 
the Koch brothers, the DeVos family (found- 
ers and scions of Amway), the Prince family 
(which includes the founder of Blackwater), 
and the Waltons of Wal-Mart. 

Now, guess who had also been major 
funders of Walker’s gubernatorial run last 
year? Yes, the Kochs, DeVoses, Princes, and 
Waltons. Also, this year the same plutocrats 
dispatched their network of front groups to 
help the governor push his attack on 
Wisconsin’s public employees. So it’s really 
no surprise to learn that the billionaires’ 
Mackinac unit would now launch a chilling 
witch hunt on state university professors. 
Apparently, the Mackinacers were hoping to 
cherry-pick some tidbits from the emails to 
“prove” that professors of labor were using 
their public positions to - gasp! - advocate 
for labor, or even to promote a pro-labor 
political movement. 

As is usual with these supposedly non- 
partisan, right-wing fronts, Mackinac offi- 
cials are denying any political motives in 
what obviously is a crude, McCarthy-ite 
attempt to intimidate and muzzle people 
whose opinions they don’t like.

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What the Task Force Wrought 

AISD’s facilities review became a panic drill of cuts, closings, and contradictions

It was hour three of the meeting, and the 
Austin Independent School District board of 
trustees was bogged down with questions 
about the future of the district’s facilities. 
Superintendent Meria Carstarphen was look- 
ing for guidance from board members on what 
they wanted in her official response to all 108 
recommendations contained in the report of 
the district’s Facility Master Plan Task Force. 
District legal counsel Mel Waxier was wander- 
ing through a forest of notepads mounted on 
easels, taking notes on the structure the trust- 
ees wanted and the priorities they sought, 
while the trustees themselves flipped back and 
forth through the 191-page document and its 
multiple appendices. 

This was May 16 - nearly two months after 
the task force had submitted its report to the 
board. The process was about getting to the 
next stage in producing a districtwide and 
campus-by-campus vision of the district’s 
10-year facility future. Yet after a yearlong 
series of task force discussions, public meet- 
ings, data collection, brutal fights over school 
closures, and poor public consultation, the 
district ended up with a bloody nose. Now it’s 
trying to take what came out of that process 
and turn it into a real plan for the future. For 
now, the board and the administration are still 
caught in the bitter story of how they ended 
up in this mess. 

Dancing With Who Brung Ya 

On Nov. 16, 2009, trustees voted to develop 
a districtwide facility master plan, but the deci- 
sion was a long time coming. Facilities Executive 
Director Paul Turner said, “We first started talk- 
ing about it in the late Nineties,” but the trigger 
to finally start the process was twofold. First, 
the district was a month away from adopting its 
2010-2015 strategic plan and needed to reor- 




ganize existing facilities to match its new pri- 
orities. Second, there was the 2009 districtwide 
efficiency study by MGT of America. Board 
President Mark Williams said that study 
highlighted “the utilization aspect. We’ve 
got schools that are under capacity, 
schools that are over capacity; we have 
demographic trends that show us that 
kids are showing up where there’s 
not enough seats, and there’s not 
enough kids where we do have £ 
seats.” In addition, the report high- j 

lighted operational inefficiencies J 

and cost savings that could come 
from facilities investment. The dis- 
trict was and is still working on a 
real-time database to track required 
maintenance, but that would tackle 
only the symptoms not the underlying 
facilities failures. “This imbalance-of-utili- 
zation issue didn’t happen overnight,” 
Williams said, nor did the disrepair. So the 
board went to its traditional solution: establish 
a consulting body, in this case a task force, to 
help work out the next step. 

With that Nov. 16, 2009, vote, Carstarphen 
said: “The board would approve us - meaning 
the administration - getting started on a facil- 
ity master plan. But what was also clear is that 
they wanted us to have a third-party expert 
organization to work with us.” The district 
hired Ohio-based educational facility consul- 
tants Dejong Richter to lead the project, but 
that was only part of the external equation. 
Engineering firm Parsons prepared a facility 
condition study recording the state of every 
building in the district. Magellan Consulting, 
based in Conroe, Texas, was hired to turn that 
data into what is called a facility condition 
index - put simply, a scorecard on the state of 
the buildings. Dejong Richter also hired 
BLGY Architecture, a firm specializing in 
school design and construction. In total, 
Dejong Richter and its subcontractors were 
paid $893,796 by the district for their servic- 
es. In addition, local public relations firm 
Hahn, Texas was paid $37,642 for “communi- 
cations services.” 

Next up was deciding the composition of the 
task force. Working from Dejong Richter’s rec- 
ommendations, Carstarphen said, the adminis- 
tration put together a wish list comprising seats 
for “key staff, like teachers, principals, trans- 
portation, technology, at the table for staff, and 
then an equal part of community.” Importantly, 
no member of the district leadership - neither 



trustees nor Carstarphen - would sit on the 
task force. Carstarphen said, “That was in the 
spirit of trying to not micromanage what the 
community would want to work on.” 

So who picked the members? According to 
Williams, they were staff choices, based on 
advice from Dejong Richter and drawing from 
the Office of Planning and Community Rela- 
tions’ long list of regular volunteers. Facility 
Master Plan Task Force co-Chair Janet Mitchell 
had recently graduated from AISD’s UpClose 
community engagement program; Richard 
Frazier, her co-chair, teaches orchestra at 
Anderson High School and was selected 
because staff decided they needed more voices 
from arts departments; and Planning 
Commission Chair Dave Sullivan got the call 
when the district realized that it needed some 
city involvement. Sullivan had also dabbled in 
district politics, writing an op-ed in support of 
an earlier bond vote; in addition, fellow plan- 
ning commissioner, task force member, and 
future City Council candidate Kathie Tovo had 
previously interviewed him about joining a 
different district committee so, he said, “My 
name is in one of the earlier reports.” 

Though unusual for a district body, staff 
members were also brought onto the task 
force board as voting members rather than 
serving in a purely advisory capacity. Mitchell 
called their expert input “invaluable” and

rejected the notion that they swayed the deci- 
sion process to protect their own departments. 
“When they came into committee meetings,” 
she said, “they put on their committee hats.” 
The board decided to let each trustee name 
an appointee as well. By that one act, Williams 
said, “there became some uncertainty. Was this 
the superintendent’s task force, or was this the 
board’s task force?” Inevitably, that created a 
task force design problem: It was an 
unwieldy body with dozens of members 
and too many masters, creating the 
kernel of some serious structural prob- 
lems with substantial consequences 
down the line. Williams said: “We 
probably didn’t collectively, the 10 
of us, make it clear: ‘OK, superin- 
tendent, this is your committee. 
You own the Facility Master Plan.’” 
Instead, the task force was receiving 
instruction, both first- and second- 
hand, from multiple sources. 
Because no one was quite sure who 
was in charge, Williams said, when 
things went wrong, “it went on too 
long without an intervention.” 

By picking from the pool of regular 
volunteers and experts, old patterns were re- 
established. For example, in a district that is 
now majority-minority and contains a large 
Spanish-speaking student population, there 
were almost no Hispanic people in the room. 
Carstarphen says the task force received input 
from the Hispanic Chamber of Commerce and 
via school visits, but others describe the situa- 
tion as indicative of a broader problem. At the 
May 16 discussion, board secretary Lori Moya 
warned that when it comes to high minority 
population areas, consultation is sorely lack- 
ing. In poorer and more diverse communities 
like East and North Austin, she told her fellow 
trustees, “We don’t ask; we tell.” Three weeks 
earlier, at the April 25 trustee meeting, East 
Austin activist Cynthia Valadez noted that 
such committees “have a huge vacuum, in 
that English-language learners’ families are 
not present at the table.” 

The district’s top priority had been finding 
people that it thought combined an under- 
standing of the issues with an interest in the 
district. Frazier said: “The folks were people 
who had expertise in different areas, whether it 
be bonds or they’d worked for the city, what- 
ever. It was just trying to get a representation of 
the whole community.” Of the original list of 72 
members, 10 dropped out, and only one was 
replaced. That left 63 members formally 
involved in drafting the final report, but after 22 
meetings over the course of a year, a core group 
of 20 to 40 active members were driving the 
process. The co-chairs tried to keep everyone 
involved via email listservs; even ideas that were 
rejected at the subcommittee level were record- 
ed and could be brought back later. However, 
Frazier said, “I wish we could have all been 
actively involved all the way through, but when 
we’d determined that this was such a great, 
large amount of work to do and we were going 
to take more time than we had initially antici- 
pated, there was no way folks could stay in.” 
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What’s in the Report? 

Whatever the Austin ISD board of trustees decides to do with it, it now has in its hands the 
Facility Master Plan Task Force report. Formally delivered on March 28, the report combines con- 
ceptual changes to the district’s approach to facilities planning with more specific brick-and-mor- 
tar plans for repairs and new buildings through the 2020-21 school year. For 2011-12, the propos- 
als involve beginning the extra planning and research required to fix facility and educational 
inequality across the district; that would then feed into a decade of renovations, repairs, and new 
construction. For the long term, the task force recommends that the district adopt regular sched- 
ules for major events like bond packages and attendance zone redistricting. 

However, the real sticking point remains the issue of school closures. While the main report 
recommends cutting costs by closing nine schools over the next three years, a supplemental 
report by some task force members savaged that idea. The authors (who included current City 
Council candidate Kathie Tovo and Susan Moffat, wife of Chronicle Publisher Nick Barbaro) 
wrote that several academic studies show that shuttering or mothballing campuses does not 
save money, but in the long run costs more and generates worse academic outcomes than leav- 
ing kids where they are. Neighborhood activists have also argued that if the district is serious 
about filling existing seats, it needs to think outside the box. Sanchez Elementary PTA President 
Amelia Duron suggested, rather than closing the city-center campus, actively promoting it to 
Downtown workers. “We have extended care,” she said. “If somebody worked Downtown till 5, 
5:30, it would be convenient for them to pick their kids up after work.” - R.W.

The Wheels Come Off 

According to Frazier, the task force ini- 
tially saw its job as having “a limited scope,” 
effectively just collecting and collating data. 
It would be up to other entities within the 
administration and future bond advisory 
committees to turn that into spending pro- 
posals. Then he reached what he called “the 
a-ha! moment” - when it became clear that 
the task force could not really talk about a 
true facility master plan without tackling 
thorny policy issues like attendance zone 
boundaries and transfers and vertical team 
alignments. So the job expanded. It also 
became clear that there was no way the task 


force could get everything done in the time 
allotted. So the timeline lengthened. 

Then the district’s budget came crashing 
down around everyone’s ears, and every- 
thing changed. 

The task force steadily turned from being a 
nuts-and-bolts advisory body to creating spe- 
cific campus-by-campus cost-saving recom- 
mendations. The change came about incre- 
mentally, in part because the group had 
access to better and more detailed data than 
just about anyone else - much of it with dol- 
lar values attached. Mitchell said: “We oper- 
ated like every school district task force, as

consensus driven. Most of the time, it was 
purely getting the points of the group. ‘Are we 
good with that? Uh-huh, uh-huh.’ And that’s 
how we managed the whole thing.” The end 
result targeted some areas of town for potential 
school closures - to eventually broad public 
opposition - but Mitchell says the proposals 
could in fact have been more damaging to more 
communities. Instead, she said, they worked 
on the principal of disrupting as few students 
as possible. After that, she said, “The process 
was: evaluate many options, reduce to a more 
significant few lesser-evils on a gut-level check, 
and then ask members of the task force, ‘Which 
ones do you want to move forward with?”’ 

There were yet other criteria. Somewhere 
along the line, the task force had set a target of 
finding $5 million in facilities savings for the 
2012-13 school year. Along the way, the talk 
turned to school closures and consolidations 
- again, Mitchell said, driven by the consensus 
of a plurality of members, but with the specter 
of budget collapse over their shoulders. Up to 
that point, the task force had been acting very 
much under the radar - after all, conceptual 
talk about long-term facility planning is not 
exactly headline-grabbing stuff. When the task 
force settled on a list of nine city-center 
schools to close or consolidate, that was bad 
enough. When the community realized they 
were all “high-achieving” schools under state 
accountability standards, chaos ensued - and 
the bigger task of creating a master plan got 
swallowed up. Rather than talking about all 
108 options, Mitchell said: “We came to the 
community with a tiny handful of what the 
options are, and very understandably they 
experienced that to be recommendations. They 
weren’t, but how could they have understood 
that when we showed them a small view?” 

Public Explosion 

On Thursday, Jan. 6, the district announced 
two public meetings: one on Jan. 12 at the 
Delco Center and one the next night at the 
Toney Burger Center. There was no mention at 
all on either the flier or the accompanying 
press release that the task force was even talk- 
ing about closures. Jason Sabo is senior vice 
president of public policy for United Way of 
Texas and has a fifth-grader at Barton Hills 
Elementary. He said, “The bomb we saw was 
the Thursday folder.” Once a week his son 
comes home with a folder filled with his 
assignments and school fliers. This time, Sabo 
said, “Tucked in that Thursday folder was, ‘Oh, 
just so you know, they’re potentially going to 
close our school.’” With less than a week 
before the meetings, the community scrambled 
into action. Sabo said, “By Sunday night, I sat 
in a house down the street with 12 moms and 
me, and we got everybody together at a school 
meeting by Monday morning.” In quick order, 
a districtwide pressure group, Save Austin 
Schools, was formed. “I’m pretty proud of the 
fact that our immediate reaction wasn’t, ‘No, 
we’ve got to protect our own,”’ Sabo said. “The 
overwhelming sentiment right from the begin- 
ning was that we owe it to the rest of the city 
not to make it just about our kids.” 


The January meetings highlighted a core 
confusion: Was the task force making plans, 
making recommendations, or just raising 
ideas for discussion? Frazier has repeatedly 
said that the idea was to allow the community 
to blow holes in the proposals - but the end 
result was two nights of angry, scared parents 
venting their frustrations. As far as the com- 
munity was concerned, this body most par- 
ents had never heard of wanted to shut their 
high-performing schools, and there was par- 
ticular fury reserved for Dejong Richter. Sabo 
said, “You come into our town, you nuke our 
community, you throw our entire school and 
all of our children and families into absolute 
panic, and you give us two days to come up 
with and provide solutions.” 

It was not just parents at the affected 
schools coming out against the list. State Rep. 
Elliott Naishtat and Congressman Lloyd 
Doggett both publicly criticized the proposal, 
while Mayor Lee Leffingwell broke the tradi- 
tional respectful distance between the city and 
district by issuing a statement on Jan. 13 
opposing closing inner-city schools. City 
Council was already concerned that families 
with kids have been leaving the urban core - a 
fear confirmed in March by U.S. Census num- 
bers - and closing schools could exacerbate 
that suburban flight. While acknowledging 
that this was district business, Leffingwell 
wrote, “We know that families with children 
will not move into Austin neighborhoods - or 
stay in Austin neighborhoods - where there 
are not good public schools.” 

For Council Member Laura Morrison, the 
report revealed a profound philosophical dif- ^ 
ference between the two government bodies | 
about how to handle shifting populations. 
She said, “The district is chasing rooftops 
while the city is trying to prevent sprawl.” 

Members of the task force started to panic; 
they had gone from developing a long-term 
facilities philosophy for the district to becom- 
ing a school-closure committee, and in the 
process were becoming public pariahs. Late 
on Jan. 21, Carstarphen called them in for an 
emergency “debrief session” the next day in 
the board room at the Carruth Administration 
Center. By the end of that meeting, the list of 
schools on the potential closure/consolidation 
list had swollen to 15, and the $5 million in 
savings for 2012-13 had changed to $3.1 mil- 
lion for 2011-12. In short order again, the idea 
of listing target schools dropped completely 
off the table, and the process went back to just 
talking about campuses in terms of repairs 
and classroom sizes. 

What triggered the intervention? Carstarphen 
said she only met with the co-chairs twice - 
both times after the board asked questions - 
and that there was no agenda handed down 
from her office. Instead, those meetings were 
just to get the task force back on target, deal- 
ing with the whole 10-year plan rather than 
getting bogged down in school closures. 
Whatever decisions they made, she said, “Our 
guys didn’t get taken to the woodshed to do it 
our way.” When she did give guidance to the 
task force, she added, whether “it was taken, 


accepted, not accepted, discussed, not dis- 
cussed - it wasn’t a deal breaker.” 

However, board Vice President Vince Torres 
was frustrated that the belated intervention 
was necessary. Even though this was Car- 
starphen’s task force, he said, the board still 
needed to shoulder some of the blame. Torres 
said: “We thought someone else was making 
sure they weren’t going awry and were focused 
on the budget issues once they hit, and some- 
how it turned out that committee just got so 
off-focus. Their job should never have been to 
discuss specific school closures.” 

District 7 trustee Robert Schneider was 
equally concerned about how the task force 
was put back on track. He said, “We went 
from an initial presentation to the Facility 
Master Plan Task Force on a Monday night, 
and the following Saturday, Meria’s effectively 
telling them to ‘sit down and shut up,’ that 
‘we’ll do the identification of schools [for clos- 
ing], and that’s not your thing.’ That’s a fine 
approach with me - but how she got direction 
to do that, I have no idea.”

There is a simple equation underlying all 
facilities decisions: Firms like Magellan rely 
on a “facility condition index”: Take the cost 
of repairing the building, divide it by the cost 
of just replacing it, and that’s your FCI. 
Sullivan said: “Pease Elementary, for example, 
has an FCI of .7, so you would have to spend 
70 percent of what it costs to rebuild the 
school to bring the school up to brand-new 
condition. Generally, the rule of thumb is that 
when you’re around 30 or 40 percent, then 
you start to think about tearing down or 
rebuilding, because it implies higher mainte- 
nance costs over time.” 

The FCI numbers used by the task force 
have become the pivotal battleground in this 
debate. Parsons had prepared a facility condi- 
tion study recording the state of repair of 
every building in the district. Magellan then 
undertook what is called an educational ade- 
quacy study, which AISD Facilities Executive 


Director Turner called “a look at each class- 
room to see if they are outfitted in a way that 
supports the instructional program. . . . They 
then took all of this and they put it into their 
database.” What came out was the FCI score 
for each building, which Turner conceded, 
was inevitably imperfect. He said, “There were 
60 [thousand] to 70 thousand individual 
entries, so whether or not there was some 
human error some of the time, I wouldn’t be 
surprised.” But the bigger problem was that, 
in the time between Parsons collecting the 
data and Magellan running the numbers, a lot 
of bond money had been spent and a lot of 
repairs and renovations had been made, 
throwing a long shadow over the accuracy of 
those FCI scores. 

That was pivotal because, when combined 
with student population, the FCI numbers 
were a key part of the task force’s reasoning 
in picking the nine schools to contemplate 
closing. Sabo said, “It became pretty clear 
pretty fast that we needed to have a profes- 
sional-level response that would match the 


unprofessional manner in which Dejong 
Richter was conducting the whole operation.” 
Drawing from the large number of profession- 
als that live in the neighborhood, the Barton 
Hills parents did their own calculations. 
What they found was deeply disturbing. 
“Even after less than three days of analysis, it 
was Swiss cheese,” Sabo said. Some of the 
errors seemed almost comical, like a recom- 
mendation about the staircase for single-story 
Zilker Elementary (Turner has blamed that on 
a cutting-and-pasting error in the report). 
Others are more contentious calculations, 
like differing calculations on how much full 
compliance with Americans With Disabilities 
Act would cost. 

Sullivan said: “That caught us short. We 
hadn’t done that study. Some professionals 
had done it, and now some citizens, some 
parents, are being critical of the professionals. 
However, those citizens, they’re not just ran- 
dom citizens. They’re citizens that know that 
school. They’re there every day with their 
kids; they’re on the campus advisory commit- 
tee or the PTA. So if you’re a decision maker, 
you scratch your head and say: ‘Which experts 
do I believe? The amateurs who are there every 
day or the professionals who stopped in and 
took some photos?”’

What Next? 

Ultimately, even with all those criticisms, 
concerns, and question marks, the task force 
did what was originally expected of it: create 
a 10-year timeline of proposals for facilities, 
bonds, and investment based on its analysis 
of the data and forecasts of need (see 
“What’s in the Report?,” p.25). However, the 
effort came at an extraordinary real cost. 
Sullivan said: “We thought we were doing 
the public a favor by turning on the lights 
and showing them the skeletons and the 
dust and the bones and the broken glass and 
the fact that we have empty public coffers. 
But instead we just got beat up.” While the 
controversial school closures are not off the 
table for 2012 and 2013, that comes with an 
important clarification. Sullivan said, “We 
recommended closing or consolidating 
schools in an area, but we took out the 
names of those schools.” 

That argument cut no ice with Sabo. Since 
the old, controversial FCI numbers are still in 
there like a target, he said, “Don’t go telling us 
there’s no schools named in this report.” 
Because of that data, Save Austin Schools has 
asked the board to reject the report completely. 
Sabo said, “It’s obvious that the community 
has rejected the numbers, and it’s obvious that 
the school board and the superintendent them- 
selves have personally no faith in the report.” 

However, the task force report remains 
only a series of recommendations. It still 
has to go through a review by the superin- 
tendent, who will make her own recommen- 
dations to the board, which will give its 
input before a final vote in November. 
Carstarphen said, “The board will have to 
decide what it wants to keep and not keep, 
and whatever they retain becomes the final 
Facility Master Plan.” 

The board, however, knows how people 
feel about the FCI data, and that could 
become a critical blow to any final report. At 
the trustees’ May 16 meeting, board secre- 
tary Moya told her fellow trustees that she 
was “embarrassed” by how many people 
were telling her there were problems with 
the data. “There’s no confidence,” she said. 
Williams was more forgiving about the 
report, saying it was “certainly directionally 
correct. . . . When it came to school closures, 
their data wasn’t 100 percent right, but it 
wasn’t 100 percent wrong either.” The dis- 
trict has brought Parsons back in to revise 
the FCI data, a move that could placate 
board members like Schneider and Torres, 
who support FCI numbers as a decision- 
making tool, if not the current numbers. 

However, Moya has argued that the underly- 
ing data is unfixable, while District 1 trustee 
Cheryl Bradley says the whole process has 
undercut the board’s credibility: “The Facility 
Master Plan became controversial when we 
named those schools - and then we could not 
explain why we named those schools.” 

Some task force recommendations, such as 
reducing the dependence on portables and 
letting off-campus office leases expire, are 
already being implemented for the upcoming 


year as part of the budget process. On May 
18, the district announced that, as the task 
force proposed, it will be selling off the 
Carruth Administration Center on West Sixth 
and the Baker Center in Hyde Park. Those 
sales alone should net nearly $40 million in 
cash but immediately raise questions about 
where the board and administration will go if 
the buildings are sold. The problem is not 
just about whose name is on which door, but 
more complex management issues - for 
example, administrators could be spread out 
across the district instead of being in one 
central location. 

Those are just the kind of big-picture 
questions that Williams still wants answered 
in the final draft of the report. If the board 
ends up with its ideal facility plan, then it 
can work out where it is falling short or cut- 
ting comers. “Just like the strategic plan,” 
Williams said, “we’re not funding everything 
we said we were going to fund, because we 
don’t have the money to do it.” 

Ultimately, the task force was distracted 
by the currently proposed state budget and 
how the fiscal wrangling at the state level 
would hurt the district. For Sabo, the great- 
est sin is that the school closure suggestions 
distracted everyone else from fighting those 
cuts. He said: “I’m a do-gooder advocate by 
training and by choice. I know how to move 
public systems to make good things happen 
on behalf of kids, and instead of moving the 
public system I should have been focused 
on, which is the one up the street” - he ges- 
tured to the Capitol - “instead” - he pointed 
to the AISD offices - “I had to focus my ener- 
gies at the temple at Fifth and Lamar.” 

Rocky as the process had been, both 
Mitchell and Frazier take comfort in the fact 
that it has raised community awareness of 
the importance of school conditions. Frazier 
said: “The emotion is still there. Those pages 
are still up on Facebook. They’re not as 
active as they were, but I still get a call or a 
follow-up. They’re just waiting to find out 
what will happen next, because they’re still 
interested, and that’s the good thing.” 
Mitchell added, “There are facilities issues 
and decisions that have been decades in the 
making and are going to have to be looked 
at, and they need to be looked at across the 
district.” She argued that means a facility 
plan for each campus. But if the district ever 
does anything like this again, whether it is 
districtwide or campus-by-campus, she said, 
“This must be led by the educational vision 
and programmatic plan at a campus, not 
only from a facility perspective.” 

Cutting spending is not enough; to avoid 
this kind of dogfight in the future, the district 
must prove that its plans will mean kids get a 
better education. Mitchell said, “I had a parent 
say to me, ‘I’d be willing to sacrifice if I knew it 
was in my child’s best interest.’” That places 
the onus on the district to explain to people 
why their children have to walk farther, or why 
they cannot go to the same school as their sib- 
lings, she said. “The ‘why’ can’t just be, ‘Because 
the district is going to save money.’” ■

DANA FRIIS-HANSEN 


From a curatorial life 
to another

When Dana Friis-Hansen left the post of Austin 
Museum of Art executive director in January, many 
Austinites feared the lack of a venue would mean 
an end to his gifted curatorial work in the city’s art 
scene. But five months later, Friis-Hansen is enjoy- 
ing his first local exhibition as an independent 
curator, courtesy of Fluent-Collaborative, the visu- 
al arts nonprofit that sponsors the experimental 
art exhibition space testsite and the online con- 
temporary art journal ... might be good. 

Fluent-Collaborative co-founder Laurence 
Miller (himself a director of AMOA back in its 
Laguna Gloria Art Museum days) invited Friis- 
Hansen to develop a project in the Adams- 
Hemphill Park neighborhood residence that’s home to 
testsite, suggesting that the curator select an artist with 
whom he’s long wanted to collaborate but hasn’t had the 
chance. That brought to mind Doug Fitch, a prodigiously ver- 
satile artist that Friis-Hansen has known for almost 25 years 
but never really worked with. Fitch’s interests run the gamut 
from two-dimensional visual art to animation to puppetry to 
architecture and interior design to designing and directing 
opera productions to the culinary arts, and Friis-Hansen want- 
ed the show to tap into the diverse creative fields in which 
his friend makes work while revealing something about his 
process. The resulting installation, From a Life to an Other, 
pulls together images and storyboards from various projects 
of Fitch’s - past, present, and future - to explore the artist’s 
journey through life and explore what is for him the “obses- 
sive problem” of “What is the function of art?”. 

In an interview by phone, Fitch describes his longtime inter- 
est in chairs, objects that are, he says, anthropomorphic by 
nature, can be made of interesting material, great in terms of 
scale, and useful. “You sit on it,” he notes. “But where does 


the line between the objects that we use and the objects 
that we don’t land?” He recalls visiting a museum where an 
ancient African spoon and pipe were on display. “Their lives 
as usefulness had come to an end, but their lives as art had 
just started.” Noting that testsite is actually a home, he 
adds, “Art in a home seemed like a great place to carry on 
this dialogue, a dialogue that Dana and I had been carrying 
on for years.” 

The exhibition opened on Sunday, May 22, to what Fitch 
describes as a very “engaged” crowd, one much more 
involved in the work than what he’s accustomed to in, say, an 
art gallery in Chelsea. Friis-Hansen is pleased to share that 
local enthusiasm and interest with his friend. And how does it 
feel to be curating outside of an institution for the first time 
in a dozen years? “The goals are the same. It’s just a differ- 
ent venue,” he insists. Mostly, he is just glad to be curating, 
period. “I like rolling up my sleeves and hanging art.” And 
many people in Austin like it when he does. - Robert Faires

Summer books by Austin authors 


REMEMBER BEN CLAYTON 

by Stephen Harrigan 
Knopf, 352 pp. 7 $26.95 

Near the center of his new novel, 
Stephen Harrigan plants a summary the- 
ory of art in the mind of the book’s cen- 
tral protagonist, Francis “Gil” Gilheaney, 
a sculptor of historical monuments. 
Gilheaney reflects on “what a statue 
was supposed to be - a work that was 
about its subject and not about itself.” 
And on one level, Remember Ben 
Clayton, with its hortatory title, is exactly 
that: a classical historical novel about 
Gilheaney’s attempt to realize in bronze 
his last great commission, that of a 
young man raised on a 
West Texas ranch, killed in 
World War I, and now to 
be memorialized by a 
grieving and regret-filled father. 

But a book that features prominently 
the wanton destruction of another mon- 
ument by a racist lynch mob, that 
spends much of its narrative consider- 
ing the conceptual and physical chal- 
lenges embodied in great art, and that 
is dramatized against both an unforgiv- 
ing Texas landscape and the terrible 
destruction of the First World War, can- 
not help but be also “about itself” - 
about both the grand ambitions and 


the limitations of the greatest of 
art. That Harrigan should do all 
this in a narrative form that 
seems closer to the 19th century 
than the 21st reflects the ambiv- 
alence of the book’s period - just 
after the Great War when the old 
ways seemed dead but what 
might replace them remained 
very unclear. 

As in The Gates of the Alamo 
(2000), Harrigan works on a broad 
canvas. The book opens in an epic 
French infantry battle and segues 
to an Omaha, Neb., race riot and 
shifts from grinding ranch work to 
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the increasingly “modern” urban 
scenes of Twenties San Antonio, New 
York, and Paris. Its elders are the patri- 
archs Gilheaney and Lamar Clayton, 
Ben’s father, each grappling with his 
own demons; the younger generation 
includes Ben and his wounded comrade- 
in-arms, Arthur Fry, as well as Maureen, 
Gilheaney’s talented but overshadowed 
daughter. (There’s also an extended 
cameo for a philandering Austin profes- 
sor wryly based on J. Frank Dobie.) Lying 
behind the Texas narrative are the 


bloody remnants of the Indian Wars, 
fresh enough to reach directly into the 
lives of the next generation and to pro- 
vide a mirror to the carnage just con- 
cluded in Europe. 

Harrigan has thought much about the 
importance of art and particularly of 
sculpture, and his novel aspires to a 
monumental permanence that would 
outlast time, barbarism, and war. That 
it’s an inevitably futile ambition does not 
make it less worthy, especially when 
done well. - Michael King 



THE MURDER OF 

JIM FISK FOR THE LOVE OF 

JOSIE MANSFIELD 

by H.W. Brands 

Anchor, 224 pp., $15 (paper) 

Two-time Pulitzer Prize finalist and 
University of Texas professor H.W. 
Brands has a flair for the dramatic, 


which means his histories often read 
with the verve of great fiction - or, in 
the case of The Murder of Jim Fisk for 
the Love of Josie Mansfield, a sudsy 
melodrama, this one starring a scala- 
wag, a showgirl, and a pistol-wielding 
pretty boy. 

In the first of a new series called 
American Portraits, Brands shaves down 
the sprawling purviews of previous 
works (including 2010’s American 
Colossus: The Triumph of Capitalism , 
1865-1900 and 2008’s Traitor to His 
Class: The Privileged Life and Radical 
Presidency of Franklin Delano Roosevelt; 
did we mention the author is also 
absurdly prolific?). Here, in a compara- 
tively slim 224 pages, Brands revives 
characters most of us only faintly 
remember from a high school history 
class unit on the Gilded Age: “Boss” 
Tweed of Tammany Hall, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt (“The Commodore”), and Jay 
Gould. For the purpose of this book, 
though, these boldfaced names occupy 
only the periphery; front and center is 
Jim Fisk, Gould’s partner in speculation, 
railroad takeover, market manipulation, 
and general chicanery. 

The title of the book thoroughly tips its 
hand as to Fisk’s fate - he’s dead by 


page 98 - but Brands has a lot of fun 
getting there, detailing Fisk’s many cor- 
rupt dealings as a partner in the Erie 
Railroad and his key role in the Black 
Friday financial panic. Surprisingly less 
fun - or, at least, disappointingly scrimpy 
with the dirt - is the rendering of the 
married Fisk’s relationship with the mark- 
edly younger Josie Mansfield, a divorcee 
and “actress” who was just as much a 
schemer as her porcine lover. When a 
rival enters the picture - Ned Stokes, a 
smooth-talking oil man - an epic tussle 
over Josie ensues, with charges flying 
about of blackmail and libel and other 
unsavories. Murder most foul does 
indeed take place, but what happens 
next - a protracted battle in court - is 
edge-of-the-seat stuff (that is, if you 
haven’t cheated and checked Wikipedia 
for the court’s decision). Using court 
transcriptions that have the effect on the 
page of mimicking thumping monologues 
and heated back-and-forths between 
prosecution and defense, the narrative 
whizzes by in short, breathless chapters. 
By the end, the reader is spent - riots! 
failed love affairs! corruption mills! - but 
also rather purring with virtue, because 
history, after all, is good for you.

Close Your Eyes by Amanda Eyre Ward (Random 
House, July 26): In her latest novel (following her 2009 col- 
lection Love Stories in This Town), Ward explores the after- 
shocks of a brutal murder and the sometimes suspect quali- 
ty of the memories we hold fast to. BookPeople hosts the 
launch party July 29. - KJ. 
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Recommended Recent Releases 

Austin is fanatical about mystery 
and crime fiction - look no further 
than the creation of MysteryPeople 
late last year within Austin’s venerat- 
ed BookPeople for proof of this town’s 
bloodlust. Spring saw a trio of releases 
from local crime scribes, including 
Janice Hamrick’s Death on Tour 
(Minotaur Books), which won the St. 

Martin’s Minotaur/ Mystery Writers of 
America First Crime Novel Competition 
(she reads at BookPeople this Sunday 
at noon). Susan Wittig Albert served up a fresh installment in 
her China Bayles series of “herbal mysteries” with Mourning 
Gloria (Berkley). And Darryl Wimberley put out his fifth 
Barrett Raines mystery, the hard-boiled Devil's Slew 
(Minotaur Books). 

Switching genres, Night Shade Books published three Texas 
fantasy authors in recent months. Just don’t call them escapist. 
Stina Leicht sets Of Blood and Honey (the first in her Fey 
and the Fallen series) during the Irish Troubles; Nebula Award 
finalist and College Station resident Martha Wells’ The Cloud 
Roads is about warring clans; and Katy Stauber - in a move 
sure to please this state’s separatists - hinges her “post-eco- 
logical and post-economic collapse” novel Revolution World 
on a new Texas secession from the Union. 

Let’s stick with threes, shall we? On the memoir front, 

Nina Godiwalla chronicles her outsider-looking-in time in the 
trenches as a junior broker in Suits: A Woman on Wall 
Street (Atlas & Co.); Fred Burton follows up 2008’s Ghost: 
Confessions of a Counterterrorism Expert with Chasing 
Shadows: A Special Agent's Lifelong Hunt To Bring a 
Cold War Assassin to Justice (Palgrave Macmillan); and UT 
baseball coach Augie Garrido puts his winning strategies to 
page (with a helping hand from foreword-writer Kevin 
Costner) in Life Is Yours To Win: Lessons Forged From the 
Purpose , Passion , and Magic of Baseball (Touchstone). 

Lastly, we’d be remiss if we didn’t mention The Austin 
Chronicle Music Anthology (UT Press), edited by Austin 
Powell and Doug Freeman. Quite simply, it rocks. - KJ.

When the cookbook review copies arrive, I automatically set aside the most interesting 
baking and dessert books for myself, and over the years, I’ve discovered some baking soul 
mates through cookbook pages. I recognized Gesine Bullock-Prado as a fellow traveler when 
her first book resonated strongly with me, and I eagerly anticipated the arrival of her new 
work earlier this spring. I spent many happy hours in the kitchen preparing everything from 
her signature Parisian macarons to peanut brittle. When I learned Bullock-Prado would be in 
town presenting a class at the Whole Foods Culinary Center, I jumped at the chance to inter- 
view the woman behind Sugar Baby: Confections , Candies , Cakes & Other Delicious Recipes 
for Cooking With Sugar (Stewart, Tabori & Chang, 252 pp., $29.95). - V.B.W. 


AC: I really liked the way you arranged the 
recipes in this book , working the reader up 
the candy thermometer and degrees of diffi- 
culty. How did this book come about? 

GBP: I couldn’t find the book I wanted 
about working with sugar, so I wrote this 
one. I’m self-taught, so I felt that the mis- 
takes and successes I’d had teaching 
myself to prepare these recipes made it 
easier for me to explain to readers exactly 
why things needed to be done in a certain 
way and what would happen if they weren’t. 
AC: I read that you closed your pastry shop 
in Montpelier , Vermont. What are you doing 
now besides writing? 

GBP: My husband and I restored an 18th 
century tavern and stagecoach stop next 
door to the King Arthur Flour plant in 
Norwich. I operate my online baking busi- 
ness [www.gesine.com] from there [selling 


those macarons], and I teach some classes 
at the King Arthur baking school. I love 
teaching people to make beautiful things. 
AC: I’ve always loved the KAF catalog. What 
is the business like there? 

GBP: It’s great - employee-owned and -run. 
And everyone is a baker, so there are plenty 
of resources, and the flour is great quality - 
I never use anything else. 

AC: You admit to having a wicked sweet 
tooth. How do you stay so thin? 

GBP: I’m a marathon runner. I balance the 
sugar with marathons and raise money for 
the American Cancer Society in honor of 
my mother. 

AC: You’ve talked about restoring old build- 
ings in Vermont , and we know your sister 
Sandra has restored several buildings in 
Downtown Austin. Is there an architect in the 
family tree somewhere? 



GBP: No, it’s just an addiction! [She 
laughs.] Really, it’s more about stewardship 
of wonderful buildings than anything else. 
AC: So, what else are you up to? 

GBP: I’m part of an online baking communi- 
ty on Facebook called Bake It Like You 
Mean It. Members share recipes, post pho- 
tos of things they’ve baked at home, ask 
me questions, things like that. 

AC: Is there another baking book in 
the pipeline? 

GBP: Yes. Pie It Forward, about regional 
pies and pie traditions, will be out next year. 
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People in France love Rose wines, 
especially during warm weather. It’s 
hard to find a restaurant or bar with- 
out pink wines on the list. 

Sometimes they even have dozens. 

The reason is that the wines, many 
of which come from the southern 
part of the country, are always fresh, 
tasty, and refreshing. Plus, as 
importer Kermit Lynch says, “The 
beauty of memorable Rose experiences is that 
most of the time they involve a shining sun, good 
food, and friendly company.” 

Since French Roses are always bone-dry and drunk 
ice-cold, they are ideal with food, especially on picnics. 

And they will usually be quite cheap unless the wine happens to be 
called Domaine Tempier (the best of the Roses; it usually runs 
about $40). Spain in particular has some spectacular bargains, but 
for my money, France is still the king of Rose.

• Hecht & Bannier Rose ($9) is a prime example. Made in the south 
of France, this floral wine is made from Syrah, Cinsault, and Grenache 
grapes. Imagine any red fruit - raspberries, strawberries, cherries, 
watermelons - and you’ll have an idea of the wine’s lovely aromas. Try 
it with a good slice of salmon. 

• Le Jaja de Jau ($8) is another wine from France’s southern 
region, this time made solely from Syrah. It’s a slightly darker, 
plummier wine, one that works well with duck or pork. 

• Paul Jaboulet Aine Cotes du Rhone Parallele 45 Rose 

($11) is the easiest to find of these three. If you like your 
strawberries tart and your cherries ripe, here’s your wine. It’s 
ideal for a picnic with open-flame cooking, whether with hot 
dogs or rib-eye steaks. 

Dry Roses are made all over the world. Unfortunately, most 
American pink wines are sweet blush wines, a concept that seems to 
be a uniquely American taste. Thankfully, more and more American win- 
eries are making dry versions. A prime example, just in case you want to 
keep your money at home, is Texas’ own Becker Vineyards Provencal 
($10), competitive with the very best in the world. - Wes Marshall

Austin chef/ restaurateur Tyson Cole (Uchi, 
Uchiko) and restaurateur Jesse Herman (La 
Condesa, Malverde) were all over the local 
news last week. Not only did their eateries win 
multiple awards in the 2011 Austin Chronicle 
Restaurant Poll, but it was also announced 
they will join forces with Ft. Worth celebrity chef 
Tim Love and Austin’s C3 Presents to create 
the Austin Wine & Food Festival. The new 
festival is scheduled for March 30-April 1, 

2012, with presenting sponsor Food & Wine 
magazine, already the driving force behind sev- 
eral other successful culinary destination 
events around the country. The magazine’s 
involvement should bring significant clout, 
expertise, and financial stability to the new 
event, which is expected to build on the 26-year 
reputation established by the Texas Hill 
Country Wine & Food Festival. THCWAFF will 
become a 501c(3) nonprofit called the Austin 
Food & Wine Foundation and will be the ben- 
eficiary of the new festival. Rumors about 
potential changes at THCWAFF swirled in the 
days preceding what turned out to be that enti- 
ty’s final event (see “Food-o-File,” March 31). 

At the time, neither festival President Cathy 
Cochran-Lewis nor anyone from C3 would 
comment on the record about potential chang- 
es. But at last week’s media party announcing 
the changes, Cochran-Lewis was enthusiastic 
about the future of the new event that she 
described as one that “truly captures national 
and international attention for Austin and our 
dynamic food and wine scene.” My main con- 
cern is that an event called the Austin Wine & 
Food Festival needs to feature plenty of the 
vibrant indigenous food and wine culture and 
emerging talent that Austin and Texas have to 
offer rather than that of mostly visiting celebrity 
chefs. It should be very interesting to see how 
things play out next spring. 

Last week’s other big news: Texas Monthly 
announced that its second annual BBQ Festival 
will be Oct. 30 on the City Terrace of the Long 
Center. Based on the enthusiastic public 
response to the inaugural event, featuring many 
of the barbecue joints included in the maga- 
zine’s most recent Top 50 list, the ticket capacity 
this year will be increased to 3,000 guests. VIP 
tickets go on sale June 8, with general admis- 
sion tickets to follow Aug. 10. See complete 
details and a regularly updated list of participat- 
ing restaurants at www.texasmonthly.com/bbqfestival. 
See you there!

DAY OF HONEY: A 
MEMOIR OF FOOD, 

LOVE, AND WAR 

by Annia Ciezadlo 
Free Press, 400 pp., $26 

What happens when a journal- 
ist, a “Polish-Greek-Scotch-lrish 
mutt from working-class Chica- 
go,” marries a Beirut native 
who’s the Middle East bureau 
chief for Newsday ? For Annia 
Ciezadlo, it meant that she com- 
menced her 2003 honeymoon in 
Baghdad, living outside the 
Green Zone and reporting on the 
war for American publications. 

From her position at the 
intersection of food, politics, and culture, 
Ciezadlo observes daily life and documents 
her experiences in two war zones (Baghdad 
and Beirut) with extraordinary insight and skill. 

One of Ciezadlo’s journalism professors 
repeatedly thundered the lesson “If you want 
to write the story, you have to eat the meal,” 
and she takes that advice literally. “When I’m 
in a strange new city and feeling rootless, I 
cook ... to comprehend the place I’ve landed 
in, to touch and feel and take in the raw mate 
rials of my new surroundings ... because eat- 
ing has always been my most reliable 
way of understanding the world.” 

And through food, she helps us 
comprehend life where she is.

Many cookbooks are published 
these days; scores of food celebrities are bat- 
tling to stake claims on “their” territories, and 
most of them are doing it by the quantity, 
rather than the quality, of their books. The 
first few books use up the recipes they actual- 
ly make, and then comes volume after volume 
of recipes that have been 
invented to meet the deadline. 

Revered British food writer 
Nigel Slater’s latest enters the 
fray, a solid and definitive work 
among the wannabes. This is 
a pragmatic book, full of the 
recipes that form the back- 
bone of Slater’s repertoire, 
recipes that he has perfected 
by making them dozens, if not 
hundreds, of times. These are 
dishes intended not to dazzle, 
but to nourish. 

As the title implies, this is 
the story of a cook and his garden. Some of 
the most fascinating photos are of Slater’s 
small, urban garden changing with the sea- 
sons. All the photos have a strangely dark, 
overcast look that underlines the enormous 
difference in climate between the British Isles 
and (insanely) sunny Central Texas. In spite of 
these differences, his list of garden produce 
mirrors ours exactly; English summer is, after 
all, Texas winter. Asparagus, beets, leeks,

Umm Flassane responded like 
mothers the world over: with 
food. She stuffed us as if lay- 
ers of fat could cushion us 
against car bombs and RPGs.” 
Ciezadlo paints memorable 
portraits of shopkeepers, jour- 
nalists, poets, women’s rights 
activists, restaurant owners, 
and the ways they cope. “While 
I dithered [during one crisis] my 
neighbors were already ram- 
paging through the supermar- 
ket, stripping it like battle-hard- 
ened commandos - which, in a 
sense, they were. In wartime, 
shopping becomes a Darwinian 
exercise in amassing the most calories in the 
least amount of time.” 

When Ciezadlo describes meals, I am both 
hungry and drunk on her words. “Little sau- 
cers of hummus with tender spoonfuls of sau- 
teed lamb and pine nuts nestled in their belly 
buttons.” ... “What god leant down and whis- 
pered into what mortal ear to put walnuts 
inside an eggplant?” ... “Watching the others, 

I took a bite of mint and one of raw onion, 
and the two sharp blades of flavor tore open 
the bloody taste of raw lamb.” 

The best books transport us to worlds 
outside our experience, making them 
both real and comprehensible. 
Unequivocally, this is one of 
those books. - MM Pack 
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broccoli, carrots, chard, egg- 
plants, tomatoes, peppers, pota- 
toes (the list goes on) are present- 
ed in the beautiful, reliable ways 
Slater has learned to prepare them: 
young kale with lemon and garlic, little cakes 
of leek and potato, grilled ham with baked 
onions, spinach with orange and feta, winter 
cabbage with juniper and cream, a carrot 
soup the color of marigolds. 

It is a litany of recipes that are simple 

enough for daily use throughout 
the year, yet breathtaking in depth 
of flavor and visual appeal. It is 
the food that a stellar cook actu- 
ally makes at home from the 
bounty of his garden and local 
market. As an added bonus, 
apparently England abounds in 
other ingredients indigenous to 
our area: Goat’s cheese and lamb 
figure prominently in many recipes 
as well. This is one of the most 
useful books for the home cook 
that has come out in years.

BLOOD, BONES & BUTTER: 

THE INADVERTENT EDUCATION 
OF A RELUCTANT CHEF 

by Gabrielle Hamilton 
Random House, 304 pp., $26 

If you’ve been vacationing on Mars or 
just ignoring culinary news, perhaps you 
missed that Gabrielle Hamilton’s memoir 
is generating big buzz. For good reason: 

It’s brilliant writing, the simultaneously 
eloquent, touching, fierce, revealing, con- 
cealing, and sometimes cringe-inducing 
recollections of an iconoclast. 

Hamilton is chef/owner of tiny Prune, a 
beloved East Village restaurant where 
lines have been forming since 1999. (She 
just won the 2011 James Beard Award for 
Best Chef of New York City.) Her story 
begins with idyllic childhood memories of 
bohemian parents demonstrating “how to 
create beauty where none existed, how to 
be generous beyond our means, how to 
change a small corner of the world just by 
making a little dinner for a few friends.” 

That idyll imploded in divorce, essentially 
leaving Hamilton to raise herself. As a 
self-sufficient 13-year-old, she lied her way into a restaurant job. “I felt instantly at 
home .... And that, just like that, is how a whole life can start.” 

The next 20 years are full-tilt-boogie commercial cooking - at summer camps and in 
catering kitchens and for the king of Thailand. A sea change occurred when Hamilton pro- 
vided lunch for a National Book Foundation conference, “a roomful of people I wanted to 
be,” spurring her on to a creative writing degree in Michigan, where she also reconnected 
to cooking with heart via Misty, an unexpected Midwestern muse. 

Some of the book’s most incandescent passages are portraits of Hamilton’s culinary 
muses: Misty; Breton cafe proprietor Marie Noelle; Margarita, a cook in Greece; Alda, 
Hamilton’s unforgettable Italian mother-in-law. One poignant scene describes her ambiva- 
lence as part of a women chefs’ panel about kitchen sexism. “Why didn’t we say, If you 
want your cooking career to be recognized, be a good cook! Cook, ladies, cook!” 

Reading Hamilton isn’t without a little frustration, mostly about what’s unsaid - some- 
what curious in context of so much fearless revelation. Why does her mother remain so 
resolutely unforgiven? Why only passing references to a long-term relationship? Although 
her marriage’s disintegration is excruciatingly documented, it remains mysterious why 
such a painful mismatch ever occurred. Gaps aside, it’s an utterly compelling self-por- 
trait told in terms of hunger, sustenance, and nurturing. - MM.P. 



dozens of recipes, along with the stories that 
make them meaningful. The recipes and their 
stories come from many parts of the globe, 
from women young and old, and they collec- 
tively demonstrate how much we rely on 
foodways and food memories 
to tie past to present, connect 
to distant places, and bind 
families together. 

Berzok has taken family reci- 
pe tales and organized them 
around major themes. Nostal- 
gic tales about mothers and 
grandmothers long gone, and 
also about loss and hardship, 
are predictably represented. 

But so too are stories about 
friendship and bonding, restor- 
ing emotional balance, learning 
life lessons, and coming into 
one’s own as a cook and a 
keeper of family traditions. The 
recipes at the end of each narrative are raw 
and unmediated (some could use further 
editing), allowing the reader to appreciate 
the diversity of culinary backgrounds repre- 
sented in the book. 

Not surprisingly, all of these recipe stories 
are written by women about other women. 

For that reason, Storied Dishes is more than 
just a recipe book with engaging narratives; 


it is also a glimpse into the chronically under- 
reported world of women and their roles in 
shaping domestic spaces and everyday life. 
There is the story of Bitsy, a free-thinking 
woman who, after rejecting scores of suitors 
in Jackson, Miss., ran off to 
Nicaragua with a Australian 
mine engineer in 1916, where 
she learned to bake the memo- 
rable family bread recipe that 
her granddaughter now trea- 
sures. Or the story of a family 
displaced by Hurricane Katrina 
whose recipes were lost in the 
2005 flood. Each year since, 
they have desperately tried to 
recreate their favorite Doberge 
cake, but somehow it never 
tastes the same. In a story 
called “Our Lady, Queen of 
Pierogi," we read about a gay 
woman who comes out and 
bonds with her Polish grandmother over a 
batch of potato dumplings. 

This is a volume that can be picked up and 
consumed in small bites. Skipping and skim- 
ming is just as satisfying as reading from 
beginning to end, making this an engaging 
book to turn to on a lazy afternoon or just for 
inspiration. - Rachel Feit 
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EDIBLE LANDSCAPING 

by Rosalind Creasy 

Sierra Club/Counterpoint, 384 pp., $39.95 

Rosalind Creasy is not a newbie writer 
jumping on the edible gardening bandwag- 
on: The original edition of her Edible Land- 
scaping was published in 1982 and is con- 
sidered a groundbreaking classic by gar- 
dening experts. Published in 2010, the new 
edition is improved and updated to include 
modern design and how-to information, and 
it’s an excellent resource for those of us 
who want to include more edibles in our 
landscapes. I have gardened for many 
years but have always been very traditional 
in my approach: the herb bed here, the 
veggies here, ornamental flowers and 
shrubs here, trees there. After reading 
through Creasy’s pages and looking at the 
hundreds of color photographs, I am chock- 
full of new ideas for my garden. 

Creasy starts by laying the groundwork 
with a history lesson on landscaping. Later, 
she explains in detail how to build the soil, 
save energy, conserve water, use recycled 
products, keep the garden properly (and 
organically) fed and disease-free, and how 
to use the climate to your advantage. 
Although she gardens in Northern Califor- 
nia, where the climate and species of 
plants that grow well are different from 
ours, we don’t have to use her exact formu- 
la to the letter. I may not be able to grow

Roberto Santibanez and I were classmates in a 
very small Mexico City high school back in the 
1980s. There’s no way I could have known back then 
that the quiet and focused young man who sat at the 
end of the row would turn out to be a highly regard- 
ed, award-winning chef who prides himself on repre- 
senting the best of Mexican cuisine with passion and 
respect. Years later, we reconnected during his short 
but sweet tenure as chef at Fonda San Miguel. His 
Brooklyn restaurant Fonda has been capturing the 
hearts and palates of Big Apple residents, as well as 
the attention of critics and writers. This new book is 
an exercise in simplicity. Santibanez deconstructs 
authentic Mexican cuisine, demystifying its complexity by giving a handful of principles to 
follow: Have the right utensils, use the freshest ingredients, prepare them properly (roast- 
ing, toasting, chopping, grinding), and combine them to produce the basic building blocks 
of Mexican cuisine - the sauces. 

The book starts with many variations of classic, fresh table sauces like pico de gallo, 
moves on to cooked green and red salsas made with a variety of chiles, then proceeds to 
sauces for cooking, like salsa ranchera , entomatado, and Yucatan’s favorite, chiltomate. 

He follows with a whole chapter on guacamole, with recipes for the basic, well-known 
styles as well as modern interpretations of his own creation: an apple-tequila guacamole, 
and one with blue cheese and toasted hazelnuts that he says people may suspect he 
developed “just to make Diana Kennedy cringe.” Progressively the book moves into more 
complex sauces like adobos, pipianes, and moles, with suggestions on what meats and 
vegetables go best with each. By the time you reach the complex mole negro de Oaxaca, 
you should be ready to tackle it following Santibahez’s careful and encouraging instruc- 
tions. The book includes full-color step-by-step images, as well as a chart on different 
chiles, photos of hard-to-find ingredients, and a few side dishes to complete your authen- 
tic Mexican meal. Congratulations, Roberto, on a book that is not only beautiful but infi- 
nitely useful for novices and experienced cooks alike. - Claudia Alarcon 


those gorgeous, hardy kiwi vines on an arbor 
here, but a thornless variety of blackberry or 
Blanc du Bois grape will work just fine. The 
chapters on designing with herbs, vegetables, 
and fruits offer practical ideas for tucking edi- 
bles into the landscape, no matter how big or 
small the space. The chapter titled “Encyclo- 
pedia of Edibles” gives horticultural informa- 
tion, suggested uses, and recommended vari- 
eties for dozens of plants. I’ve started to fol- 
low her advice: In keeping with the color 
theme of my perennial native bed, I added 
gray-leaved artichokes, which will produce 
showy, bright-blue flowers if the artichokes 
are left unpicked, and I’m also using an old 
steel structure to grow scarlet runner beans. 
This super useful and beautiful book has 
inspired me to look at my garden spaces as 
more flexible canvases, ones that can suc- 
cessfully be filled with a variety of plants for a 
variety of purposes. - C.A. 

THE BLUE CHAIR 
JAM COOKBOOK 

by Rachel Saunders

The gradual rediscov- 
ery of farm-fresh foods, 
eating in season, and 
heirloom fruits and vege- 
tables is a trend that 
has inevitably led to the 
revitalization of other obscure foodways, such 
as charcuterie and preserving. California, with 
its vast orchards and unparalleled farming 
acreage, has been on the forefront of the 
farmers’ market and locavore movements, 
and unsurprisingly also boasts premier organ- 
ic, seasonal fruit preserves business the Blue 
Chair Fruit Co. 


Launched in 2008 in the Bay Area, Blue 
Chair earned nearly instant fame for its 
intensely flavored preserves. However, found- 
er Rachel Saunders had put years of research 
into jam- and jelly-making before starting the 
business. It is this long history of research 
and experience that makes this book so valu- 
able. It’s a veritable encyclopedia of jam, jelly, 
marmalade, and preserves, and it is as thor- 
ough and exacting as Saunders herself. 

Most 20th century cookbooks give only the 
barest outlines of preserving techniques and 
recipes, resulting far too often in failed jellies, 
tough jams, and overly sweet, discolored syr- 
ups as the disappointing end products. Saun- 
ders heroically breaks through the vague, 
poorly written preserving instructions of the 
past and writes them anew, with the helpful 
assumption that the reader is a novice. 
Included are photos illustrating exactly what is 
meant by “ability to sheet,” “the freezer test,” 
“late-stage foaming,” and other baffling terms 
often found in preserving recipes. 

Saunders delves deeply into questions of 
equipment, spelling out exactly why certain 
pans and scales are needed for success. 

She also elucidates various techniques and 
terms, including the technical differences 
between jams, jellies, conserves, and mar- 
malades. Then, making the book really 
invaluable, she includes 120 of her award- 
winning recipes, which span the entire spec- 
trum from the simplest strawberry jam to 
complex favor combinations such as Italian 
prune and cardamom conserves. 

Throughout the book are inspiring photos of 
Saunders creating batch after batch of perfect, 
jewel-toned preserves. This book is a must- 
have for anyone who has ever made a failed 
batch of jelly; with this book in hand, that will 
never happen again. - K.T. 



A SOUTHERLY COURSE: RECIPES 
& STORIES FROM CLOSE TO HOME

The state of Missis- 
sippi has produced an 
impressive list of 
great storytellers, 
from William Faulkner 
and Eudora Welty to 
Willie Morris and Jill 
Conner Browne. Now 
we can add Martha 
Hall Foose to that list. Her first book, Screen 
Doors and Sweet Tea, won a James Beard 
cookbook award in 2009. With this new work, 
Foose earns her rightful place among the list 
of respected writers from the Magnolia State. 
Every aspect of her meandering writer’s jour- 
ney - from charming recipe headnotes and 
engaging essays to quirky historical footnotes 
and useful serving suggestions - makes for 
damn fine reading. But it’s the way the good 
storytelling enhances and completes the 
mouthwatering regional recipes that makes 
this book a real keeper. 

For example, the headnote preceding fig 
pecan fondue made me yearn for the gift of 
homemade fig preserves from a best girlfriend 
and also want to prepare the dish. The details 
about the development of the variety of premi- 
um No. 1 Beauregard sweet potatoes from 
Vardaman, Miss., makes the simple recipe for 
roasted sweet potato wedges that much more 
inviting. The soulful essay tribute to summer 
sweet corn completely elevates the recipe for 
skillet-fried corn off the cob, while the story 
about the Beanshooter Man feeding his family 
small game brought down by a slingshot made 
from a dogwood fork piqued my interest in the 
rabbit terrine. The essay titled “Family Pieces” 
brought tears to my eyes and reminded me to 
treasure the inherited pieces of my kitchen 
equipment. My favorite essay includes Foose’s 
description of her teenage self curiously eye- 
ing the elder Eudora Welty in a Jackson gro- 
cery store, followed by the story of her subse- 
quent recipe research in Welty’s home kitchen 
in the family home that is now a Jackson 
museum. This is a cookbook that will touch 
your heart. - Virginia B. Wood

FERRAN ADRIA’S ELBULLI

Most food fans 
know that elBulli, Fer- 
ran Adria’s temple of 
creative cuisine on 
Catalonia’s Costa 
Brava in Spain, was 
the world’s ultimate 
dining reservation - it 
closes its doors as a 
restaurant on July 31 
to reopen as a “cre- 
ativity center” in 
2014, and it was already so booked for its 
last year that no reservations were accepted. 
To have been able to dine there was on every 
foodie’s bucket list, a culinary pilgrimage of 
the highest order. Most diners don’t think 
about it, but for any chef to be able to say

that you were an Adria stagiaire, a barely paid 
apprentice in elBulli’s laboratorylike kitchen, 
was the opportunity of a lifetime, an open invi- 
tation onto the staff of any restaurant, any- 
where. Lisa Abend, Time magazine’s Spain 
correspondent, follows 35 of these young men 
and women through elBulli’s 2009 season as 
part of the brigade, and in the process bril- 
liantly illustrates that rarified world. 

Abend was allowed access to the elBulli 
kitchen like no journalist before. Imagine a 
kitchen with 45 chefs, cooks, stagiaires, and 
dishwashers from all over the world and the 
work and concentration required to turn out 
30 to 40 precise courses per diner during the 
six months that the restaurant was open 
every year. Three thousand applicants a year 
vie for 32 slots, in order to work 14-hour days 
for six months and in exchange for a free 
meal each day, a bed in a cramped apart- 
ment, no pay, and a resume notch on their 
knives like no other. 

Abend provides an intimate look not only 
into the harried life of the apprentice, but into 
the life of Adria and his lieutenants, and the 
constant pressures of running the world’s 
best and most exclusive restaurant. She 
brings each character (think of the egos 
involved at this level) alive brilliantly through 
her words, and you actually get the feel of 
what working in that kitchen must be like. 

With The Sorcerer's Apprentices, Abend ably 
describes the creative process of culinary 
genius and that pressure cooker of an envi- 
ronment, on a par with Heat by Bill Buford. 
Each paragraph is as captivating as one of 
Adria’s little culinary gems - a mesmerizing 
and highly entertaining read. - Mick Vann

Let’s Hear It 
for the 
Bros

If you’ve been watching and writ- 
ing about TV as long as I have, you 
develop a sixth sense about new series 
that cross your desk. Still, sometimes 
I’m surprised, as I was by new TNT 
series Franklin & Bash. My first reac- 
tion was: “What, another series about 
lawyers? Shoot me.” But I enjoyed 
Franklin & Bash , not for its borderline 
frat-boy humor but because of the 
chemistry between its leads. 

Mark-Paul Gosselaar ( NYPD Blue) 
stars as Peter Bash; Breckin Meyer 
(Road Trip) plays his buddy and law 
partner, Jared Franklin. Long-time 
friends, they are the lawyers whose ads are 
plastered on bus stop benches. They prefer 
diner grub to expensed lunches and hap- 
pily work out of their “man cave,” a sweet 
crib that serves as a law office by day and a 
party palace at night. Their approach in the 
courtroom is brash and unconventional. 
As you might expect, their cash flow isn’t 
always flush - though there never seems to 
be a shortage of food and drink back at the 
party house. So, when Stanton Infeld 
(Malcolm McDowell), the senior 
partner of a prestigious law firm, 
approaches them to join his 
team, the pair is intrigued. What 
would an old-school law firm 
want with a couple of irreverent 
party boys like them? Turns out, 

Infeld is a vintage party boy, now 
aged into an eccentric patriarch. 

He thinks they could freshen his firm, 
Infeld & Daniels. 

Franklin and Bash are the polar oppo- 
sites of Infeld’s two lead lawyers: the ambi- 
tious Damien Karp (Journeyman s Reed 
Diamond), who is also Infeld’s nephew, and 
the beautiful and cunning Hanna Linden 
(Garcelle Beauvais, also late of NYPD Blue). 
Franklin and Bash are all about fun and 
winning one for the little guy. Karp and 
Linden think winning is everything. So when 
Franklin and Bash join the firm, Karp in 
particular is unnerved, while Linden . . . well, 
after six episodes, I’m not sure what she has 
up her silk sleeve, but she’s obviously willing 
to do anything to get her way. 

Throwing the party boys together with the 
overly starched to see what fireworks happen 
is the basic premise of Franklin & Bash , but 
what makes the series buzz is the aforemen- 
tioned chemistry between Gosselaar and 
Meyer, which reveals itself in effortless, often 
very funny banter. There is also great chem- 


with 



istry between Gosselaar and Meyer 
McDowell, as well as with Diamond. 

Even though they play the flinty-eyed 
stuffed shirts, Karp and Linden remain 
appealing. Karp could be wholly unlikable, 
except that his Achilles’ heel is his anxious 
wish to be something beyond the boss’ 
nephew. Linden could be nothing more than 
the beautiful ice queen, but she gets a chance 
to soften when a less stunning client charms 
her. When the two camps come to 
blows, Infeld steps in to referee 
without being a buzzkill. 

If this sounds like another 
version of David E. Kelley’s 
Boston Legal , I would say that 
comparison is not too far- 
fetched. The cases in Franklin 
& Bash can be just as loopy 
as in the “Jennifer of Troy” 
episode in which a plain woman 
brings a wrongful termination suit against 
her employer. The reason for her dismissal: 
She was too beautiful. While Kelley’s 
courtroom pontifications are absent from 
F&B , the deeper questions do surface 
(e.g., who defines beauty?) but are only 
bandied about briefly. 

Franklin & Bash episodes also begin and 
end similarly to Boston Legal. Instead of 
enjoying cocktails on the terrace at the end 
of each episode, Franklin and Bash are at 
their favorite diner, commiserating on what 
they would endure to bed various female 
celebrities. Sigh. Perhaps I’ve regressed to an 
adolescent boy, but what the hell: Franklin & 
Bash is sick. 

Franklin & Bash premieres Wednesday, 
June 1, at 8pm on TNT, followed by the 
third season premiere of the Peabody Award- 
winning Men of a Certain Age at 9pm.

The Texas Archive of the Moving Image preserves 
the state’s cinematic roads less traveled

The Texas Film Commission is turning 40 
this week. 

Now, your typical, garden-variety, everyday 
movie fan might look at such an occasion 
as a time to screen some of the commonly 
acknowledged benchmarks of Texas cin- 
ema - The Best Little Whorehouse in Texas or 
Dazed and Confused, definitely something by 
Robert Rodriguez - and that’s exactly what the 
Paramount Theatre is doing. In honor of the 
commission’s 40th anniversary, tonight and 
tomorrow night (Thursday and Friday, May 26 
and 27) the Paramount will screen Whorehouse 
as a double feature with Steven Spielberg’s 
Sugarland Express, and Saturday and Sunday it 
will screen Spy Kids, the True Grit remake, and 
Dazed and Confused - all shot in Texas with 
assistance from the commission. 

That’s all fine and good, but it’s always 
nice to know that there are odder, quirkier 
agents out there working to bring a little 
something different to such significant occa- 
sions. Thankfully, the Texas Film Commission 
partners with the Texas Archive of the Moving 
Image, and there is very little that is typical 
or garden-variety about the TAMI. Its idea of a 
good time at the movies is watching 
“Photographic Retrospective of Unidentified 
Man,” a four-minute silent montage of photo- 
graphs of a Texas man growing from child- 
hood to maturity, or “Southern Pine Beetle 
Aerial Shots, 1962,” which documents the 
damage done by a beetle infestation in South 
Hardin County, or any of the other thousands 
of home movies, instructional videos, indus- 
trial films, antique documentaries, and TV 
commercials TAMI has accumulated and 
archived over the years. 

To celebrate the Texas Film Commission’s 
birthday, TAMI will be at the Paramount all 
this week as well, introducing audiences to 
a different, rarely seen side of Texas film - 
the side that has nothing to do with box 
office receipts or name recognition. Outside 
in the lobby, for example, viewers will be 
treated to a reel of documentary footage of 
Downtown Austin, specifically the outside of 
the Paramount, going all the way back to 
the 1920s. 

TAMI is also screening movies from its dig- 
ital video library to run before each of the 
Paramount’s scheduled features. On Saturday 
and Sunday, before Spy Kids, “Mission 
Possible: Bike Safety,” an educational film 
shot in Austin in the 1970s by the Texas 
Department of Public Safety, will screen. The 
short follows a team of prepubescent spies 
in plaid bell-bottoms lecturing other prepu- 
bescent kids in bell-bottoms about the dan- 
gers of riding bicycles carelessly. Pushing the 



boundaries of postmodern meta storytelling 
long before it was popular, “Mission Possible: 
Bike Safety” offers viewers the chance to 
watch a film about bike safety where kids 
make other kids watch a film about bike 
safety called “Mission Possible: Bike Safety.” 

Then, to accompany the Coen brothers’ 
True Grit, a remake of the John Wayne clas- 
sic, TAMI will screen footage of Wayne relax- 
ing (clad in his Davy Crockett coonskin cap) 
on the set of The Alamo in Brackettville in 
1959, from the KTBC television collection of 
Gordon Wilkison. 

That will be followed by short films from 
the Alan Frye Collection. Frye was studying 
at the University of Texas in the Seventies 
and Eighties when he shot dozens of stu- 
dent films and home movies that look like 
they could have been historical studies for 
Richard Linklater’s Dazed and Confused, 
which will screen right after them. Frye’s 
movies are experimental chronicles of 
Austin teen culture, featuring shots of long- 
haired stoners playing in the grass and 
bands like the Talking Pleads, David Bowie, 
and Frank Zappa and seminal Austin punks 
the Big Boys performing at the now-defunct, 
apparently never-to-be-forgotten Armadillo 
World Pleadquarters. 

In addition to screening all this rare foot- 
age, TAMI will hold one of its Texas Film 
Round-Ups. Now in its fourth year, the Texas 
Film Round-Up offers free digitization servic- 
es to anyone who is willing to contribute an 
electronic copy of his or her Texas-related 
film or video to TAMI’s video library for educa- 
tional and screening purposes. 

Which is to say that if you bring your home 
movies to the Paramount this weekend, 
there’s an outside chance that when the 
Texas Film Commission turns 50, it will be 
footage of your family vacation to Dealey 
Plaza screening at the Paramount before a 
matinee of Oliver Stone’s JFK. What better 
way to show your love of Texas film than by 
donating your own Texas film to posterity? ■

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Then, in 2008, at a developers’ convention, 
several publishers expressed interest in the 
project, and Sabiston ultimately decided to 
work with Disney Interactive. But after a year- 
and-a-half of back-and-forth, the two parted 
ways due to the publisher’s insistence that he 
“Disney-fy” the game and sign a contract that 
commit Sabiston to two years of helping the 
company troubleshoot it. 

Fast-forward through a year of Inchworm not 
moving forward an inch. In 2009, Sabiston 
was invited to a developers’ conference where, 
it turns out, the Nintendo DSi was revealed. 
One of the main enhancements over the pre- 
vious DS incarnation - and what was most 
appealing to the man with Inchworm still 
sitting on the shelf - was the addition of an 
online store, the DSi Shop. Like the App Store 
at Apple, the DSi Shop skipped the publishing 
middle man and allowed developers to submit 
games directly to Nintendo to be released for 
download to the handheld system. This revela- 
tion made Sabiston work almost exclusively on 
Inchworm for all of 2009 and some of 2010. 

But the hurdles weren’t yet cleared - not 
by a long shot. With Inchworm seemingly 
completed, Sabiston just needed the nod from 
Nintendo to get the tool up on the DSi Shop. 
The game would go on to be rejected 14 times, 
with various “bugs” ranging from using the 
word “pen” instead of “stylus” to not having 
a shutter sound play within a split second of 
taking a photograph. It’s hard to fault Nintendo 
for being overly cautious about what products 
get the official OK - the company has built a 
very distinct brand and identity based largely 
on kid-friendliness. It didn’t help that Sabiston 
had been spoiled by the decidedly more lax 
approval system of the App Store, which allows 
developers to update and fix their apps as many 
times as they need to after an app’s release. 

Finally, after almost seven months of rejection, 
Inchworm was approved for release in March of 
this year. Of course that meant the game’s April 


Inching to the Finish 

Bob Sabiston’s long and winding road to ‘Inchworm Animation’

It’s difficult to know where to start with Bob 
Sabiston. Do you start chronologically, with his 
time at MIT’s Media Lab and animation work 
for MTV? Perhaps you should begin with his 
calling-card creation, the rotoscoping technol- 
ogy most notably used in Richard Linklater’s 
Waking Life and A Scanner Darkly. Or maybe 
it’s best to use his latest invention as a window 
into the many artistic faces of Sabiston. 

That creation is Inchworm Animation for 
Nintendo’s handheld gaming device the DSi. 
Those people who aren’t into video-game sys- 
tems or are childless might not have heard of 
it, but the Nintendo DS series is the second- 
best-selling game console ever (behind the 
PlayS tation2), with just under 150 million 
units on the streets. Inchworm can be down- 
loaded from the system’s online store onto 
your handheld, opening up numerous options 
for the system’s built-in cameras, touch pad, 
and other assorted controls. 

The “game” - it’s really more of a tool - 
offers a surprising number of options for a 
relatively low-powered device, which is telling 
of the animation know-how and programming 
skills of the lone man responsible for its cre- 
ation. That shouldn’t come as much of a sur- 
prise, since Sabiston has been in the creator-of- 
cool-things business for a few decades now. 

Sabiston’s animation career dates back to 
the late Eighties, when he was a student at 
MIT There, he and another student made a 
six-minute short combining computer and 
hand-drawn animation. “Grinning Evil Death,” 
about a cereal-powered superkid and a giant 
mechanical roach, was subsequently sent to 
MTV and later included in a shorts showcase 
called Liquid Television, which, interestingly 
enough, would also feature an early incarna- 
tion of Mike Judge’s Beavis and Butt-head. On 
the strength of “Grinning Evil Death” and 
other student projects, Sabiston would go 
on to be courted by Steve Jobs as well as the 
animation team for the original Toy Story. After 
turning both offers down (!) and selling his 
animation software to a company that would 
later use it in part to bring Ren & Stimpy to 


cartoon life, Sabiston moved to Austin to 
finish another short film called “God’s Little 
Monkey.” That would win him top accolades 
at Austria’s computer graphics festival Prix 
Ars Electronica in 1995, with the prize money 
giving Sabiston time to work on his next big 
project - a project that would come to define 
his artistic career. 

□ 

Arguably the most fun tool in the Inchworm 
arsenal is the ability to draw on top of photos. 
Take a picture of a friend and put him in space 
... or do what I do and give him a tattoo on 
his cheek that says “poop.” You can even take 
several photos, draw on them individually, 
and play them like a half-animated, half-live- 
action film, something Sabiston could teach 
you a thing or two about. 

That layering aspect of Inchworm is a con- 
tinuation of the game-changing program that 
Sabiston created in the mid-Nineties during 
his time spent not worrying about finances. It 
was called Rotoshop, software that, to put it 
much too simply, fills in the blanks between 
hand-drawn frames and filmed footage. The 
effect is the program’s telltale fluidity and 
lifelike facial expressions, both of which can 
often be lost in animations without live-action 
source material. The software, which is the 
property of Sabiston’s company, Flat Black 
Films, debuted to a rapturous reception in 
200 l’s Waking Life, it later appeared in A 
Scanner Darkly as well as several shorts, PBS 
and MTV spots, and even ads for Charles 
Schwab. All in all, you went to Sabiston if 
you wanted your video footage to look slightly 
otherworldly and yet realistic. 

Instead of letting Rotoshop become the 
flavor of the moment, Sabiston was famously 
exacting about personally approving which 
projects could use his technology - and 
he hasn’t changed his position. As for ads, 
Sabiston words his overall thoughts on the 
matter succinctly: “I hate commercials.” That 
said, while he once considered ads an unthink- 
able abomination, his stance has changed over 
the years. These days, he says, “I don’t go out 


and seek commercials, but if someone comes 
along and offers us the job, I’ll usually take it if 
it seems like it’s reasonable and not something 
too gross.” The money from the ads keeps his 
team of animators fed and able to explore their 
own artistic outlets. The overall experience of 
working for an advertiser Sabiston laughingly 
describes as “character building.” The many 
problems he’s faced over the years with both 
artistic and commercial endeavors makes the 
laugh well-deserved. 

□ 

Like most of Sabiston’s work, Inchworm’s 
production was an uphill climb that started 
in 2005, shortly after the original Nintendo 
DS hit the shelves in late 2004. The dual- 
screens-and-pen interface immediately made 
the console attractive as an animation tool 
in Sabiston’s brain, although he questioned 
whether the device would catch on. When 
the DS proved to have legs, he contacted 
Nintendo with the idea, received approval as 
a developer, and began to tinker with the pro- 
gramming, even though for a year there was 
no concrete interest from Nintendo. When 
his contact left the company, Sabiston was left 
with a half-finished animation tool and no one 
to publish it. 
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release came right after the new and much bal- 
lyhooed Nintendo 3DS was unleashed in the 
States, overshadowing the indie release. 

Circumstantial difficulties and profes- 
sional backstabbings have plagued Sabiston 
throughout his career, beginning, naturally 
enough, as his star was rising sharply after 
the release of Waking Life. Before he could 
say “lawsuit,” Earthlink had called, been 
turned down, and gone on to use an anima- 
tion effect uncannily similar to Sabiston’s 
signature style that dates back to as early 
as his short film “Roadhead.” (See “Call 
It a Draw,” Aug. 31, 2001.) “That was the 
start of the trouble,” says Sabiston. “It was 
all downhill from there.” Charles Schwab 
would at least have the decency to hire Flat 
Black Films for a while before replacing the 
company with a less expensive look-alike. 

Trumping these 
troubles was the much- 
publicized drama sur- 
rounding Sabiston’s 
work on Finklater’s 
interpretation of Philip 
K. Dick’s A Scanner 
Darkly. Sabiston’s 
team labored meticulously - the studio 
would argue slowly - on the film, only to be 
unceremoniously removed from the project 
altogether. That’s putting it nicely. Fet’s just 
say that the locks to their workspace were 
changed, alerting Sabiston and his team of 
animators that they were off the job. 

□ 

Apart from some attention on popular 
gaming blogs and a featured spot on the DSi 
Shop, Inchworm didn’t get much of a promo- 
tional push. Them’s the breaks when you 
self-publish a game. But really, Sabiston’s 
constitutional discomfort with pimping his 
own work may be the main reason you might 
not realize you’re watching or using one of 
his creations. 

His Fine Research animation tool was the 
backdrop for bands at the 2005 Austin City 
Fimits Music Festival and can also be seen 
in videos for local band the Black Angels 
(the psychedelically heartbreaking video for 


“Doves” really can’t be viewed enough). 
There’s the thought-mapping iPhone app 
Headspace and Voxel, a 3-D pixel animation 
tool for the iPad that Sabiston describes as 
“Fegos in space.” The apps might be designed 
for a niche market, but all feature scads 
of functionality without losing usability, a 
rare combination in the quantity-over-quality 
world of the App Store. 

□ 

So, what’s next for Inchworm? Aside from 
a potential move to the 3DS’ online store, 
quite possibly nothing. “If it makes the 
money back that I put into it, then maybe I’ll 
go ahead and do the 3DS version,” Sabiston 
says, describing a more fleshed- out version 
of Inchworm that utilizes the new system’s 
increased processing power. However, see- 
ing as how he has already clocked thou- 
sands of hours on 
the game, that might 
be an uphill battle. 
If gaming forums 
are to be believed, 
then the reception to 
Inchworm has been 
overwhelmingly pos- 
itive, with users impressed by what’s pos- 
sible with the tool compared with previous 
animation programs for the DS. 

Sabiston has other irons in the fire: Fately 
he’s been producing short films directed by 
members of his animation team, including 
Jennifer Drummond Deutrom and Mark 
Deutrom’s “Get With the Program,” which 
screened at the 2011 South by Southwest 
Film Festival. Sabiston himself is working 
his self-described “limited” connections in 
Hollywood to find a feature-length script 
worthy of his Rotoscoping treatment and 
animatorly eye. 

Until then, there might be a bit of decom- 
pression. Five years of off-and-on coding and 
designing can sap the creative juices of even 
the most prolific mind. “I think the desire 
to do something has to be there, and once 
you have that, you have the energy to make 
it happen,” says Sabiston. “I think that’s got 
to come first.” ■

Bottles Up 

According to Ozomatli bassist Willy “Wil-Dog” 
Abers, there are three essential elements to any 
Tejas party: barbecue, pihatas, and cumbia. The 
L.A. ensemble certainly held up its end of the 
bargain, bringing stadium swagger and classic 
hip-hop to Fiesta Gardens on Saturday, May 21, 
in the most engaging headlining performance at 
the Pachanga Latino Music Festival to date. 

Chico Mann supplied the pinata. From behind 
his laptop and keyboards, the Antibalas orches- 
trator wove digital folklore on the Patio Stage, 
crafting a real-time mixtape of galactic funk and 
8-bit Afrobeat. Houston rapper Chingo Bling pin- 
pointed the only missing ingredient: “We need 
some Pa-Chingo in this Pachanga.” Indeed, the 
unlikely urban cowboy got down convincingly with 
a twopiece live band on club banger “Bottles Up” 
and Big Tymers parody “Still Mexican.” 

After a slow start spurred by sauna-level 
humidity and Willie Alvarado’s last-minute can- 
cellation, Austin’s Gina Chavez proved a rare 
double threat. The bilingual songstress with a 
deeply expressive voice also supports a noble 
cause: Austin 4 El Salvador, a college scholar- 
ship for four female students to attend Don 
Bosco University in Soyapango, where she lived 


and worked in 2009 (learn more at www.crowdrise. 
com/austin4elsalvador) . Girl in a Coma’s Nina 

Diaz upped the ante, issuing 1950s pop with the 
spirit of a puritan witch. Her snarl pierced even 
on softer numbers like Selena’s “Si Una Vez,” 
which prompted David Garza to join in on per- 
cussion. Garza, whose cameos have become an 
annual tradition on par with San Antonio’s lively 
Mariachi las Altenas, later joined Adrian 
Quesada’s Echocentrics for Rodriguez’s 
“Sugar Man,” a set highlight that captured the 
eerie wonder of the original psych-folk gem. 

Elsewhere on the local front, La Guerilla 
proved a mob squad with zoot suit riots that 
alternately pulled from the ska-pop of Sublime, 
the gypsy punk of Gogol Bordello, and Mano 
Negra’s Patchanka. The real party took place in 
the tented area, where Master Blaster Sound 
System’s electro-cumbia was followed by 
Mexicans With Guns’ tweaked-out beat chem- 
istry and Toy Selectah’s border-town techno that 
raved like spring break. 

“We were especially happy the world didn’t 
end, and it didn’t rain too,” reports organizer 
Rich Garza, who says he’s already planning 
next year’s festivities.

Placido Domingo meets Stevie Wonder

Fun Fun Fun Fest 2010 was a week away, the final music 
festival of Austin’s yearly marathon, but Saturday night, Oct. 
30, settled springlike in San Francisco. On the eve of the 
city’s annual Halloween rites in the Castro, calm blanketed 
downtown. City Hall, across the street from the San Francisco 
War Memorial Opera House, lit its dome orange. 

Mother and I wore suits, hers crimson velvet Versace as 
vintage as our destination. Street parking proved plentiful in 
the eye of the following day’s storm. Very little in this cradle of 
culture and government suggested that one of music’s greatest 
figures would be onstage within the hour. 

Tickets never had been publicly available for this long- 
sold-out house (3,146). Rather, Cyrano de Bergerac could be 
attended by the general public, as opposed to subscribers, only 
by buying a package of three operas, two tickets each. Single 
admissions for other 2010-11 titles ( The Marriage of Figaro, 
Madama Butterfly ) went on sale in July, but not Cyrano, center- 
piece of the season. Seven performances over two consecutive 
weeks divided by one parent’s birthday and FFFF weekend. 
Mathlete down. 

August, Craigslist - finally: two tickets, Oct. 30, balcony 
rear. Which an online seating chart revealed as almost the 
last of the chair wares there, “$125 per, obo.” Happy birthday 
mama, your favorite singer serenades my native city, only we’re 
sitting in Oakland. 

Sept. 29, another listing - finally - this 
one for a standard trio grouping at slightly 
reduced prices and with ace placement. My 
email goes out at midnight, and the reply 
comes back exactly five minutes later - four 
minutes after my laptop’s unfortunate cur- 
few that night: 

“That is correct - all three operas togeth- 
er and not just Cyrano. Actually, I might have sold Aida so it 
could just be Cyrano and Figaro left. I don’t have much time to 
sell stuff which is why I want to just sell all together.” 

Ten hours elapse before my response, but Pacific Standard 
Time is on my side. David Mamet’s ABCs define such 
moments: Always Be Closing. 

“Take $500 for the two Cyranos ?” 

A month later, almost to the day, I’m standing in the front row 
looking down at my mother’s hands on her program. There are 
only two words for this singular moment: Placido Domingo. 

Living for the City 

Over a late supper one holiday season, kindred spirits 
Charlie and Cassie inform me of their Houston rendezvous 
the next day to see Stevie Wonder. 

A Time To Love (2005), still Wonder’s most recent studio 
sublimation, revisited at least one past life - opening for the 
Rolling Stones. What began on their 1972 North American 
tour cycled back around to Super Bowl XL in Detroit, with the 
Saginaw-bom seer relegated to pregame entertainment while 
the early Motown adopters’ half-time antics dominated center 
stage. Four months later, May 2006, Lula Mae Hardaway died, 
tarrying in a dream to chastise her son. 

“She said, ‘Boy, you better get your ass out there [on tour],”’ 
laughed Wonder at the Toyota Center - not 24 move-heaven- 
and-earth hours after my meal at the C & C factory (see Music 
blog, “Signed Sealed Delivered,” Dec. 5, 2007). 

As with A Time To Love, a decade had passed since previ- 
ous outings. His Holiness the Dalai Lama at the Frank Erwin 
Center two years earlier - appetizer for Ravi Shankar hours 
later at the Paramount Theatre - wasn’t half as sanctified as 


Stevie Wonder live. The Austin City Limits Music Festival in 
September isn’t alone in ranking Sir Songs in the Key of Life its 
top priority. Bucket lists exist precisely because humankind 
produced a soul pseudonymed Stevie Wonder. 

Sam Cooke, Marvin Gaye, Bob Marley - all long martyred 
- but Stevie Wonder survives. The Temptations and Four 
Tops, his Motown brethren, count a sole living member each, 
and yet South by Southwest 2010 keynote interviewee and 
Austin Music Hall spellbinder Smokey Robinson delivered 
another miraculous revue two weeks ago at the Paramount’s 
95th Anniversary Gala (see Music blog, “Forever Smokey,” 
May 16). Mary Wells, Supremes counterpoint Florence 
Ballard, and poor, doomed Tammi Terrell preceded Jackson 5 
dynamo Michael Jackson in taking the big sleep even as Diana 
Ross and Janet Jackson tag-teamed the Moody Theater before 
and after SXSW 2011 (compare “Live Shot,” March 4, with 
Music blog “Control,” April 5). Gladys Knight encored her 
2008 Bass Concert Hall floor show with a Paramount caress 
the week of Valentine’s. 

Before the mighty Man in Black towered atop Emo’s main 
stage at SXSW 1994, our Central Texas wellspring hosted page 
after page of 20th century music history, from Duke Ellington 
reminiscing in tempo at a Downtown hotel (remember “Stompy 
Jones,” April 30, 1999) to Muddy Waters’ black Buddha blues 
at Antone’s (pray for “The Last of the Delta 
Bluesmen,” April 22) - with Hank Williams 
and Elvis Presley in between at the Skyline 
Club on North Lamar in the 1950s. Johnny 
Cash, however, breached a new frontier some- 
how, no talent too huge for unlikely local 
stages, everything from Luciano Pavarotti at 
the Erwin Center to Prince at the Belmont. 
Last-minute Austin victory laps: Nina 
Simone, John Lee Hooker, Ray Charles, Solomon Burke. Saints 
preserve Aretha Franklin, who leveled Bass months before 
Stevie Wonder cleared my way to the promised land (see 
“Phases & Stages,” April 27, 2007). 

Cue the Capital One commercial: Who’s on your bucket list? 

‘The Barber of Seville’ 

Half Price Books on North Lamar, sharing the block with 
Goodwill: Trawl its depths. 

Laser discs, 12-inch DVD prototypes, stacked up two-doz- 
en thick under a vinyl aisle where 8-tracks might have once 
languished. Records to the unassuming, their movies went 
Blu-ray, but the majority of their music programming hasn’t. 
At such a crossroads sat four operas directed by Franco 
Zeffirelli, whose 1968 film adaptation of Romeo & Juliet titil- 
lated the first generation of cable responders. Olivia Hussey, 
wherefore art thou? 

Othello, La Traviata, and Seinfeld favorite Pagliacci required 
barely an iota of operatic acquaintance to ring them bells, and 
Placido Domingo on all the LP-sized covers none at all. New 
millennial car-passing from Granny meant a tape player only 
in Mother’s Pontiac, and she had the dozen Placido Domingo 
cassettes to prove it. Spanish pop, Broadway standards, “Blue 
Moon,” you name it - save for the actual genre with which his 
name’s synonymous. No Three Tenors either. There’s no bet- 
ter discovery for either of us than a 99-cent remaindered tape 
of her go-to Spaniard, Madrid-born and Mexico-grown, so at 
$2.98 a pop for Philips media originally retailing between $60 
and $120, this Half Price trove including a live concert from 
Seville went home to my working laser disc player. 

Bears repeating, I know: working . . . laser disc . . . player. 



Placido Domingo, Grandisimo, an hourlong christening of 
the 1992 Spanish Expo in Seville Stadium, translates as Placido 
Grandisismo onscreen. To see its star simply greet Spaniards as 
far as the eye can see explains either moniker. Opening on the 
overture to Carmen, which takes place in Seville, the National 
Symphonic Orchestra of Spain could be the Merrie Melodies 
players of Bugs Bunny and Yosemite Sam’s Looney Tunes, so 
ubiquitous is the theme. 

Black tux, white fitted shirt, and red handkerchief appearing 
quilted to him since birth, Domingo looks the suitor, a fresh- 
faced youth with the best intentions. Turning 70 in January, 
Domingo at 50 grins positively boyishly. In song, voice rising in 
volume, his mouth never yawns open, a tight elasticity around 
his lips demonstrating instead how not to open wide, despite 
French rising from deep inside him like a geyser. Fists clutched 
to his diaphragm, Domingo pushes the duet to eruption. 

“ Laissez moi, laissez moil,” cries Julia Migenes - let me go, 
let me go. 

Violence clouds his sincerity, left eyebrow rising in ire as he 
scowls in the face of Migenes’ ferocious denials, her waving 
him off so vehemently she loses a chandelier earring. 
Following an operatic rendering of Gershwin’s “Summertime” 
from Porgy and Bess, the two conclude by trading soaring vocal 
solos on Puccini. Opera, not opposable thumbs, separates us 
from the beasts. 

Concluding Grandisimo, the host announces “our zarzuela,” 
Spain’s colonizing light opera drawing a roar. Bolero, tango, 
and mariachi tangle DNA into composer/conductor Manuel 
Alejandro’s modem standard, “El Grito de America,” which 
whips past with such vigor that the audience rises up chanting. 
Domingo and Alejandro agree, otra vez - again - an encore! 

This time orchestra and tenor lay into “Grito,” cry of the 
Americas, with a Latin lover’s gait, Domingo all but transform- 
ing it into a national anthem. Sparklers alight. On the final 
“America,” Placido grandissimo opens his jaws wide enough, 
long enough, and loud enough to suggest that he discovered the 
New World instead of Christopher Columbus (www.youtube.com/ 
watch?v=wfqa27jM Igc) .

Curtains never rose or parted. Stage, sets, 
and hall rose forever, and into that unconcealed 
enormity actors gathered as if by time-lapse 
until suddenly the circus hit full Technicolor 
with acrobats, torches, dueling. Edmond 
Rostand’s swashbuckling high school English 
staple - operafied by an Italian but sung en 
Frangais - revived 17th century Paris all over 
again. In San Francisco, only Steve Martin’s 
cinematic proboscis went missing. 

Given hazy memories of maybe H.M.S. 
Pinafore as childhood domestication, my 
opera for dummies begins with Tommy and 
stops at The Wall, but when Placido Domingo 
walked out in full musketeer garb, he tran- 
scended any theatrics and all epic sets. The 
minute Stevie Wonder came onstage in 
Houston, the same: the innate understand- 
ing that this person isn’t like everybody else. 
Martin Luther King Jr. went through my 
mind in the Bayou City, and similarly at the 



Opera House, statesmen puffed at my chest, 
Roosevelts, Kennedys, Rockefellers. 

Unamplified, his singing sounded every- 
thing at once - stentorian, plaintive, dulcet - a 
sound so naturally awesome it’s cataloged in 
modernity’s consciousness as representative of 
a single word, an entire genre. Marley, Willie 
Nelson - who else can claim such branding? 

At one scene break, a couple of cast mem- 
bers ran down to the foot of the stage - stage 
left, where we sat disbelieving - with a small 
desk. Indeed, soon thereafter strutted Cyrano/ 
Placido, his facial prosthesis practically a 


Emailing Placido Domingo 


Austin Chronicle: My father’s from Merida , 
Yucatan. Famous in our family lore is your par- 
ents’ zarzuela company playing there. 

Placido Domingo: My parents came to the 
Americas in the 1950s and to Mexico in par- 
ticular to bring Zarzuela to these parts of the 
world. The Theater is the tradition and 
Zarzuela the music with which I grew. It was a 
forming experience and I worked backstage 
or at the concession stand until I began to 
accompany the rehearsals and performances 
at the piano and eventually singing. The the- 
ater within my parents company was my play- 
ground and musical notes my toys. 

AC: I saw you perform Cyrano de Bergerac in 
San Francisco last year. This was my first 
opera as an adult. Was Cyrano, technically 
speaking , a good “first”? 

PD: Oh, Cyrano was a perfect choice. [Franco] 
Alfano’s work is wondrous and I have grown to 
love the role. It has all the manliness, sensi- 
tivity, and musical beauty that one could 
expect from an Operatic hero. The beauty of 
its music and its straightforward story must 
have made it very easy to follow and enjoy. 

AC: How does opera crossover into modern 
day “pop” culture? 

PD: I think that the Opera audience nowadays 
is growing and evolving. With the advantages 
of movie theater’s simulcasts, DVDs, and over- 
all audiovisual access to Opera, people are 
enjoying this genre and its stories just like 
they watch and enjoy a film drama or romance. 


Productions and particularly singers have had to 
become more believable so that apart from the 
beautiful music, the audience can follow, identi- 
fy, and feel for the characters and their stories. 
The stories are universal; they are about power, 
love, and jealousy or about comedic romance. 

It’s just a matter of giving it a chance. Whomever 
gives Opera a chance ends up loving it. It is up 
to theaters to bring an interesting repertoire to 
first educate and then satisfy your audience. 
Cyrano de Bergerac is a fantastic piece with a 
beautiful and dramatic love story. It was hard to 
believe it would not appeal to any audience. 

AC: During your career as a singer you’ve 
recorded in a myriad of “ popular ” styles. What 
kept you from going down that career path 
exclusively , being a “pop” star? How does the 
world of opera respond to one of its biggest 
stars diversifying in such a way? 

PD: I am and will always be an Opera singer 
first and foremost. I love the stage and I love 
getting into a role, evidence of which is the 
amount of different roles that I have sang in my 
career. Nothing can compare to the personal 
pleasure and satisfaction of playing and singing 
a role in a story that captures an audience’s 
attention for a couple of hours. That relation- 
ship is unique. The rest I have been able to try 
and record because I believed myself capable 
of doing it at the same time as I was satisfying 
my pleasure. Some Rancheras, some Tangos, 
even Spanish Coplas and some Broadway gems 
are just too good to pass on. Tangos are like 
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drumstick from the orchestra below us. As 
he sat not more than 10 feet away, my musi- 
cal close encounters began flashing before 
my eyes: one-on-one with Springsteen, theo- 
logical musings from Ornette Coleman, twin 
Spanish lessons with Chucho Valdes at Barton 
Creek Mall and on the line from Cuba by 
Ibrahim Ferrer. Cyrano de Bergerac ran nearly 
three hours, but in my imagination it never 
ceases, clocking endless fascination. 

Landing Stevie Wonder hadn’t upped the 
stakes; it removed them altogether. Casting 
about for musicians who changed man- 
kind - Chuck Berry, Paul McCartney, Brian 
Wilson - my bases stood well covered. Kings 
(B.B.), queens (Loretta Lynn, Annie Lennox, 
Madonna), Princes, poets (Leonard Cohen), 
priests (A1 Green), and idiots (Iggy Pop) were 
also all more or less present and accounted 
for. Then as now, Placido Domingo repre- 
sented the only higher ground after the Master 
Blaster. Top of the world, Ma! 


mini Operas! I think the audience that knows 
me for what I am is perfectly happy and curious 
to hear me in other genres. I don’t think I have 
ever been negatively criticized for it. 

AC: Your late friend and colleague Luciano 
Pavarotti performed at Austin’s Frank Erwin 
Center in 1999. Have you ever been in or per- 
formed in Austin? 

PD: No, unfortunately, no .... Not yet. In Texas I 
have only sang in Dallas, Houston, San Antonio, 
and of course Fort Worth, where I made my 
debut as Edgardo in Lucia di Lammermoor in 
November 1962. I sincerely hope that the 
opportunity will appear and that I will be able to 
one day come to Austin. For now, you can count 
on my enthusiasm and eagerness to come but 
meanwhile, join me in San Antonio. 

AC: You were born in Spain and grew up in part 
in Mexico. What is the difference , if any, 
between being Spanish and Mexican? 

PD: I love both countries so much. I spent cru- 
cial years of my youth in each, and their respec- 
tive cultures, foods, traditions, and especially 
their music have shaped who I am. There’s also 
a great relationship between Spain and Mexico 
that’s been growing for the past centuries. I 
make sure I am able to spend as much time as 
possible in both during the year. I also have 
family in both places, Madrid and Mexico City. 
AC: A movie called The Bucket List with Jack 
Nicholson and Morgan Freeman popularized the 
notion of things we must all do/see before we 
die. In Austin, we apply that to music - you 
were at the top of my bucket list after Stevie 
Wonder. Are there any musicians on your buck- 
et list, people you have yet to work with but 
must at some point? 

PD: There are too many to mention, but one of 
them is certainly the young dynamic Venezuelan 
conductor Gustavo Dudamel and I hope to per- 
form with him in the very near future. On the 
other hand, I have already performed with 
Lucero, but would sing with her again anytime. 

I will see you all very soon.

Okkervil River streaming live on NPR 
from the Cactus Cafe last month loomed 
out over the venue’s short front row like 
the Cure at Coachella. Rich, dramatic, 
overly ripe, Will Sheff and Robert Smith 
share an epiglottal burble deep enough 
to swim in. Wednesday press deadline at 
the local weekly barely missed the Music 
Department during the dinner hour. 

Akira Kurosawa’s samurai cutup 
Yojimbo - screened by the Austin Film 
Society in a dazzling Criterion Collection 
HD projection for the Violet Crown’s soft 
opening - wasn’t the main event either. 
Midnight had come and gone hours later 
down at Beerland, but my bloodlust 
remained undimmed. 

Mary J. Blige had crept into my post- 
bucket list existence. Whereas the 10-year- 
old in Alejandro Escovedo’s “Sad & 
Dreamy (The Big 1-0)” hits a milestone 
that hides the brick wall - “I hit the big 
1-0/feel so old/candy just doesn’t taste as 
good anymore” - mine ratcheted exactly 
the opposite reaction following Placido 
Domingo. Music now tasted pretematu- 
rally life-giving. 

Burning desire this early morning had 
built up since SXSW from a redhead 
in full cranial windmill on our cover. 
Locals inspiring Matador Records to go 
national with an Austin punk sampler, 
Dikes of Holland practice the Red River 
seizure a lot more frequently than the 
Rolling Stones roll into Zilker Park, but the 
Ramones chanted it best: gimme gimme 
shock treatment. 

Careening through a dank splatter of 
bat-cave vox and Dark Knight guitars, 
the second vinyl band on the A-side of 
the Dikes’ debut LP last year, “Into the 
Ditches,” touched down a garage-rock 
twister in the middle of a 35-minute riot. 
Convulsions occurred involuntarily and 
frothing encored. Catharsis, thy name is 
Dikes of Holland. 

Hank Williams wasn’t lying. My bucket’s 
got a hole in it. ■

LEAD STORY 

Tonya McDowell, 33, an occasionally 
homeless person in Bridgeport, Conn., 
was arrested in April by police in nearby 
Norwalk and charged with felony theft - of 
$15,686 worth of “services” from the city. 
McDowell’s crime was enrolling her 6-year-old 
son in Norwalk’s Brookside Elementary 
School when she actually “resided” (as 
much as a sporadically “homeless” per- 
son can “reside”) in Bridgeport. McDowell 
has also “resided” at times in a Norwalk 
shelter but was crashing at a friend’s apart- 
ment in Bridgeport when she registered 
her son. The head of the Norwalk Board 
of Education acknowledged that the usual 
consequence for an unqualified student is 
merely dismissal from school. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

In March, jurors in New Orleans convicted 
Isaiah Doyle of a 2005 murder and were lis- 
tening to evidence in the penalty phase of the 
trial when Doyle decided to take the witness 
stand, as defendants sometimes do in a des- 
perate attempt to avoid the death penalty. 
However, Doyle said to the jurors, “If I had an 
AK-47, I’d kill every last one of y’all with no 
remorse.” The jury recommended the needle. 

The Montana House of Representatives 
passed a tough drunken-driving bill in 
March to combat the state’s high DU I rate, 
but it came over the objection of Rep. Alan 
Hale and, later, Sen. Jonathan Windy Boy. 
Hale, who owns a bar in Basin, Mont., com- 
plained that tough DUI laws “are destroying 
small businesses” and “destroying a way 
of life that has been in Montana for years 
and years.” (Until 2005, drinking while driv- 
ing was common and legal outside of 
towns as long as the driver wasn’t drunk.) 
Furthermore, Hale said, people need to 
drive home after they drink. “They are not 
going to hitchhike.” Windy Boy said such 
laws put the Legislature on “the path of 
criminalizing everyone in Montana.” 

Why Unions Are Unpopular: The police 
officers’ union in Scranton, Pa., filed an 
unfair labor practice complaint with the 
state in April against Chief Dan Duffy 
because he arrested a man whom he 
caught violating a warrant and possessing 
marijuana. According to the union contract, 
only union members can “apprehend and 
arrest” lawbreakers, and since the chief is 
“management,” he should have called an 
officer to make the arrest. The union presi- 
dent suggested that, with layoffs threat- 
ened, the chief doesn’t need to be taking 
work away from officers. 

Conventional academic wisdom holds 
that the death penalty is not an effec- 
tive deterrent to homicide, but according 
to accused murderer Dmitry Smirnov, it 
deterred him from killing Ms. Jitka Vesel 
in Oak Brook, III. - until March, that is, 
when Illinois’ death penalty was repealed. 
Prosecutors said Smirnov, from Surrey, 
British Columbia, told them he decided 
to come to Illinois and kill Vesel (in cold 
blood, over an online relationship gone 
bad) only after learning through Internet 
research that the state no longer had 
capital punishment. 



Jacob Barnett, 12, a math genius with Asperger’s syndrome who maxed out 
on the Wechsler Intelligence Scale for Children and is now enrolled at Indiana 
University-Purdue University Indianapolis, told an Indianapolis Star reporter 
in March that his next project is about proving the big bang theory all wrong. 
But if not the big bang, asked the reporter, how do we exist? Said Barnett: 
“I’m still working on it. ... I have an idea, but ... I’m still working out the 
details.” (Hint: Barnett’s major point of skepticism is that the big bang theory 
doesn’t account neatly for carbon.) Said his mother, Kristine Barnett, 36: “I 
flunked math. I know this did not come from me.” 


CAVALCADE OF REDNECKS 

1) Shelly Waddell, 36, was cited by police 
in February in Waterville, Maine, after a cou- 
ple of drivers reported seeing two children 
riding on the roof of the van she was driving 
early one morning. Waddell told police she 
was in fact delivering newspapers to custom- 
ers, but denied that the kids were on the 
roof. 2) At the Niceville, Fla., Christmas 
parade on Dec. 4, 2010, a municipal employ- 
ee was arrested when he stepped onto a city 
truck that was part of the parade and chal- 
lenged the driver, who apparently was a col- 
league. The employee accused the driver of 
“taking [my] overtime” hours for the previous 
two years and ordered him out of the truck 
so he could “whip your ass.” The employee 
was charged with disorderly intoxication.

The Pratt Stone Cabin is worth the five-mile round-trip hike up 
McKittrick Canyon in the Guadalupe Mountains National Park. It’s 
all about the journey rather than the destination. 

Wallace Pratt finished 
building the simple, all- 
stone cabin in 1932. It 
was early in the Great 
Depression, and Pratt could 
afford to hire good labor 
cheaply. He made his mod- 
est fortune as the first geol- 
ogist to work for Humble Oil 
Co. (now Exxon) in the rich 
oil fields of the Permian 
Basin of West Texas. 

The Pratt family of five 
used the three-room cottage 
as an escape from the 
Houston summers. It’s hard 
to imagine today the adven- 
ture it must have been 80 
years ago just to get to the 
canyon. Remains of the old 
two-lane highway are still visible from the modern U.S. 62/180 that runs over Guadalupe Pass just 
a few miles from the mouth of the canyon. Even today, the remoteness is part of the area’s charm. 

After crossing the desert from Van Horn, the last few miles must have seemed like reaching a 
different planet. Pratt had an old sedan he used to ferry people and supplies up the valley. The hik- 
ing trail follows much of Pratt’s driveway to the cabin. 

As the trail slips between the mountain peaks and follows a clear mountain stream, the vegeta- 
tion gradually becomes greener. Virgin pine trees stick out of the canyon walls like pins in a giant 
pincushion. In other places, curtains of shear rock walls drape the mountain sides. Some of the 
canyon sides are more rounded and covered in parched, yellow grasses, reminding visitors that the 
desert is not far off. 

At 86,415 acres, the national park is the largest wilderness area in Texas. Within the mountain 
folds, species from the Chihuahuan Desert, the Rocky Mountains, and the southeastern United 
States commingle. Maple, walnut, and oak trees grow near cactus. 

The Guadalupe Mountains, home to Carlsbad Caverns National Park 27 miles to the north, come 
to their dramatic end at El Capitan peak in the park. The four highest peaks in Texas are also con- 
tained within the park’s boundaries. Pratt treasured the geological and biological diversity of what 
he called “the most beautiful spot in Texas.” 

By 1960, in failing health, Pratt donated nearly 6,000 acres to the National Park Service, includ- 
ing McKittrick Canyon. After the purchase of the 80,000-acre Hunter Ranch, the park opened in 
1972 as one of two national parks in Texas. Most of the 200,000 who visit during the year come 
when the canyon’s greenery bursts into autumn colors. The rest of the year, you can hike for hours 
without seeing another person. 

Guadalupe Mountains National Park is often called the windiest place in Texas; it is also one of 
the state’s most remote treasures. Van Horn is 55 miles to the south, and El Paso is a long 110 
miles to the west. Maybe it is about the destination.

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Something is distinctly off-balance in Capital T Theatre’s pro- 
duction of Sam Shepard’s A Lie of the Mind. Two houses domi- 
nate stage right and stage left in Paul Davis’ set, and each is 


tilted precariously downward. Where the 
design lacks subtlety, it gains efficacy: In 
both houses, families are living a life that is 
very much not on the plumb line. 

Jake (Kenneth Wayne Bradley, who, with that 
face, may well have been cloned specifically 
for the purpose of playing troubled characters 
in Sam Shepard plays) has snapped and 
beaten his wife, Beth (Rebecca Robinson), so 
severely that he’s not sure whether she’s alive 
or dead. He’s thrown into spasms of guilt and 
dread. Turns out she’s alive, but just barely. 
With the help of her brother Mike (played by 
artistic director Mark Pickell, who also directs 
this production), she learns to walk and talk 
again. Both she and Jake return to their 
respective family homes to heal in the bosom 
of ... well, it’s a Sam Shepard play, so it’s not 
exactly their parents’ loving embrace, but it’s 
a roof and some walls. Might even be some 
food, if you’re lucky. 

From that point, A Lie of the Mind is simi- 
lar enough to Shepard’s better-known play 
Buried Child that it’s almost as if it were 
rolled from the same dice. Mixed-up families 
whose members don’t listen to one another, 
men paralyzed by physical disabilities, harsh 
and rural surroundings ... check, check, and 
check. A Lie of the Mind differs from the ear- 
lier play primarily in that it gives its female 


characters more of an arc, and it hones in 
on the ways that these people lie to them- 
selves just to survive their days. A Lie of 
the Mind also plays with the symmetry of its 
characters’ journeys, suggesting that change 
is often illusory. 

With two intermissions, this production 
runs long at three hours. The show boasts 
a strong cast, but after two and a half hours 
of stymied family relations, even the best 
revelatory monologue begins to drag. With 
due attention, however, the audience can 
gain a bundle of insights into a particular 
sort of human experience, one in which love 
and kindness are rare commodities. 

Among several good performances, Travis 
and Melanie Dean (who are married) stand 
out as Baylor and Meg (also married), if for 
no other reason than because it’s so ador- 
able to see them playing two people who 
put up with each other as a matter of rou- 
tine. (One assumes the actors’ marriage is 
better than that of Baylor and Meg or else 
they’d never have survived being in a play 
together.) Cuteness aside, Melanie Dean’s 
moments of quiet confusion provide the play 
with a necessary change in texture, making 
it possible to find a redeeming thought here 
and there in two households that each verge 
on self-destruction. - Elizabeth Cobbe

John Steinbeck’s story of George and Lennie, two migrant 
workers drifting through Depression-era America, is a classic 
American story of dreams deferred. When we meet hard-nosed 
George and diminutive-of-word but large-of-body Lennie, they 


are on the road traveling to their next job, 
eating canned beans heated over an open 
fire, sleeping under the stars. And dreaming, 
of course. Both are dreamers, imagining 
their lives after getting a stake together and 
buying property so they can live off the fat of 
the land and raise rabbits. The rabbits are 
for Lennie, who loves to touch soft things, 
so much so that he carries a dead mouse in 
his pocket. Lennie is not quite right in the 
head, and how he and George came togeth- 
er is not as important as the fact that they 
are together. George takes care of Lennie 
but feels saddled by Lennie’s inability to 
remember and propensity to get into trouble. 

Most of the characters in Steinbeck’s play, 
adapted by the author from his novel, are 
dreamers. Old Candy, who lost his hand in 
an accident on the farm, dreams of being 
his own man as well, and he has the means 
to do it with the hundreds of dollars he’s 
saved in the bank. And Curley’s wife - the 
only female character in the play, to whom 
Steinbeck has not seen fit to give a name - 
dreams of getting away from her obsessed 
and overbearing husband and becoming a 
starlet in Hollywood. Talk about a dream - 
and it’s without question an American one. 

While Derek Jones and Andy Brown turn 
in honorable performances as George and 
Lennie, respectively, it is the supporting 
cast that stands out in this City Theatre 
Company production directed by Jonathan 
Urso and Andy Berkovsky. Garry Peters

plays Candy, who loses more than just his 
hand; he’s like a dog ready to be whipped 
at any moment by an unpredictable world. 
I’ve never seen a mule-skinner, but Daniel 
Sawtelle’s Slim looks and behaves like he 
belongs on a farm handling animals, and his 
presentation is as cool as a drink of water 
on a hot day. Scot Friedman and Gabriel 
Diehl play two other ranch hands, Carlson 
and Whit, and each brings a lived-in feeling 
to his role, Friedman with a more mature 
and reasonable demeanor and Diehl with a 
youthful enthusiasm and desire to be liked. 
And Samantha Brewer brings a vivacious 
yearning and welcome energy to the role of 
Curley’s wife. 

The rough framework set is typical of City 
Theatre productions and adequately supports 
Steinbeck’s story, as do the costumes and 
sound design. It is, in many ways, exactly 
what you would expect from a City Theatre 
show, but it seemed to run long. While you 
could find expendable material in the script, 
you wouldn’t find a lot, and cutting mate- 
rial wouldn’t have addressed the fairly slow 
tempo that Urso and Berkovsky seem to 
have asked the actors to maintain through- 
out much of the play. Granted, the story has 
a relaxed, dreamy feel to it, but allowing that 
theme to bleed into the tempo isn’t neces- 
sarily the most effective choice. Fortunately, 
the sometimes-relaxed approach cannot 
obscure the lyricism and intense, dark beau- 
ty of Steinbeck’s timeless tale. - Barry Pineo

| ‘VIETNAM ON WHEELS’ BY TIM DOYLE 

Poster Cabaret, the online poster design shop of local com- 
pany Sebastian Foster, presents its third annual “Bicycle Print 
Show” in Hyde Park’s Gallery Black Lagoon. The exhibition runs 



through the entire gallery - if you’ve not 
visited recently, you may have been there a 
while back, when it was still the Movie Store 
- and creates a segmented, approximately 
eye-level stripe of bike-celebrating graphics 
along the walls of the two main rooms. 

Back when the Lagoon space was owned 
by others than Singer Mayberry and David 
Lujan and was stocked floor to ceiling with 
cinematic DVDs and, heh, even videotapes, 
it didn’t seem so big; it seemed, in fact, 
kind of cramped. Now, though, hallelu- 
jah, the repurposed venue is wonderfully 
expansive, making up for what it might be 
missing in cathedralesque height with a 
wealth of floor space and wall space. It 
works well, all the emptiness in the middle 
of each room, because there’s nothing 
to compete with the posters themselves, 
and those posters are complex, attention- 
rewarding works of wonder, some of them, 
when they’re not “merely” masterworks of 
well-balanced simplicity. 

( Well-balanced simplicity. A decent 
enough term for the bicycle itself, for the 
old-fangled velocipede’s modern iterations, 


for the mode of transportation that’s such 
a boon to physical and mental health, such 
an environmentally sound choice that it 
ought to be considered holy. And May is, 
after all, National Bike Month.) 

This is an invitational show, with the 
contributors chosen from among an inter- 
national panoply of illustrators and graphic 
designers - the sort of people you can (or 
eventually will) read about in the pages 
of, say, Juxtapoz or Hi-Fructose : Invisible 
Creature, Aesthetic Apparatus, Eleanor 
Grosch, bee things, Methane Studios, 
Alberto Cerriteho, Delicious Design League, 
and so on. Diverse professionals, more 
than 50 of them, and their creations 
expertly produced as multicolor, limited-edi- 
tion screenprints that celebrate the wheels 
and frames and spokes and everyday folks 
of the human-powered, two-wheeled world. 

Gallery Black Lagoon has expanded its 
hours for this Poster Cabaret exhibition, 
staying open Friday through Monday from 
noon until 6pm, and this is the show’s 
final weekend.

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Nora’s Will 


D: Mariana Chenillo; with Fernando Lujan, Silvia Mariscal, Ari Brickman, Cecilia Suarez, 
Enrique Arreola, Angelina Pelaez, Veronica Langer.

In 2010, debuting writer/director Mariana Chenillo made history 
as the first woman to be awarded the Ariel (the Mexican equiva- 
lent of the Oscar) for best director. Her film, Nora’s Will (under the 
title Five Days Without Nora), also received the industry’s top prize, 


and the film’s star Fernando Lujan was 
named best actor. ( Nora's Will also won 
an Audience Award at the 2009 Cine las 
Americas Film Festival.) This melo- 
drama with a darkly comic streak 
also picked up a handful of other 
awards, creating instant curios- 
ity about Chenillo’s future work. 

Although Nora's Will is wry and 
engaging, the film turns unpleasant- 
ly sentimental by the end and lacks 
a distinctive visual signature. As the film 
opens, we observe Nora (Mariscal) setting 
the table and preparing her apartment as if 
for company. She looks through binoculars 
at her ex-husband Jose (Lujan) who, though 
divorced from Nora for 20 years, lives in an 
apartment directly across the street. Nora 
then takes to her bed to commit suicide. 
What follows is almost a comedy of errors 
that begins when the rabbi comes over to 
say that since it is the beginning of Passover, 
according to Jewish law, Nora will have to be 
buried within a few hours or wait another five 
days. The funeral can’t happen until Ruben 
(Brickman), Jose and Nora’s son, arrives with 


his family, so the interment is postponed. 
Moises (Arreola) is sent over to pray over 
the body, while atheist Jose grows impatient 
and schedules a Catholic burial. 
Grandchildren frolic in the waiting 
casket and Nora’s Catholic house- 
keeper Fabiana (Pelaez) vows to 
prepare the Passover meal that 
Nora neatly stacked in the refrig- 
erator in Tupperware containers 
marked with instructional Post- 
its regarding their preparation. Conflicting 
agendas continue to mount and Chenillo 
gleans her best comic moments from the 
tensions that arise among the Orthodox 
Jews, the atheist, and the Catholics all flut- 
tering about Nora’s household. Jose begins 
to soften when he discovers a photograph 
that has fallen underneath a bed and Nora 
did not intend for him to see. Chenillo has 
a good feel for the minor details of family 
and cultural dynamics. With a more sure 
hand and greater experience, this filmmaker 
should be capable of delivering some great 
films. - Marjorie Baumgarten

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THE FIRST GRADER Dr Justin 

Chadwick; with Oliver Litondo, Naomie Harris, Tony 
Kgoroge, Lwanda Jawar, Emily Njoki, Kamau Mbaya. (PG-13, 
103 min.) 

The fine print exists for a reason: When 
the Kenyan government announced free 
primary education for all, one rural farmer 
took the proclamation at its word and 
showed up to learn alongside six-year-olds. 
Based on a true story, The First Grader’s 
first grader in question is Kimani N’gan’ga 
Maruge, the Guinness World Record 
holder for the oldest pupil to start primary 
school - pushing 90. He’s played as an 
old man by Litondo, solemnly expressive 
but also something of a sneaky delight in 
his school uniform shorts and kneesocks, 
and in flashback as a young man by Jawar, 
a forceful presence, even without much 
dialogue to work with. The flashback is sig- 
nificant in that Maruge’s past - his time as 
a member of the Mau Mau, a rebel group 
that rose up against the colonialists after 
half a century of British occupation and his 
subsequent years in detention - has every- 
thing to do with his reasons for wanting to 
learn to read and with the national reaction 
to Maruge. Some embrace him as a folk 
hero, others want to sweep any reminder of 
Mau Mau under the rug, while teacher Jane 
(28 Days Later’s Harris, lovely and singsong) 
just wants him to learn his ABC’s so he 
can read the mysterious letter he keeps 
in a treasure chest. There are, to be sure, 
foregone conclusions in any kind of inspira- 
tional story of this ilk, but British filmmaker 
Justin Chadwick (who co-directed the 
exceptional BBC miniseries Bleak House) 
is weirdly keen on deflecting all drama. 

We have pretty much all the information 
we need within the first half-hour, which 
undercuts the supposedly climactic reveal 
of the contents of Maruge’s letter and ren- 
ders the torturous flashbacks unnecessary 
for narrative purposes. And not a little bit 
sadomasochistic, too - an ill fit for a PG-13 
family film. - Kimberley Jones

THE HANGOVER: PART 1 1 d= Todd

The funniest thing about The Hangover: 
Part II isn’t, as you might expect, the 
onscreen, prematrimonial chaos involving 
the returning cast members. No, the real 
meta-metal yuks commence immediately, 
with ex-Misfit Glenn Danzig, who croons - 
there’s just no other word for it - “Black 
Hell,” a brand new theme song for the 
franchise, thereby setting the film’s tone 
of cheerful nihilism. (He also performed 
a cover of Johnny Cash’s “13” in the 
prequel.) Clearly, director Todd Phillips 
knows his audience. Or maybe he’s just a 
fan of the Man in Black. Either way, this 
Hangover is a doozy, not quite as much 
fun (or as well-written) as the original, but 
neither does it lack for lunatic plot com- 
plications that could only spring from the 
minds of writers Phillips, Craig Mazin, and 


Scot Armstrong. This time out, it’s mild- 
mannered dentist Stu (Helms) who is the 
betrothed. Keenly aware that his best pals 
Phil (Cooper), Alan (Galifianakis), and Doug 
(Bartha) are something of an unintentional 
force of nature when it comes to reducing 
eleventh-hour bachelors to quivering men- 
tal and physical wreckage, Stu books the 
nuptials in Thailand, his intended’s birth- 
place. Soon enough though, these three 
amigos (Doug, wisely, stays mostly out of 
the picture) wake up in a ramshackle Thai 
hotel surrounded by party debris after an 
all-nighter: Bangkok has them. Ken Jeong’s 
flashy drug-running motormouth Mr. Chow 
also returns from The Hangover; his charac- 
ter here manages to upstage everything but 
the tropical Thai locations. Plenty of bad 
things happen, in flashback, as Stu and 
the gang fragmentarily recount the previous 
evening’s unhinged debauch. Whereas The 
Hangover was borderline outrageous as it 
stacked one mesmerizing vulgarity atop the 
next, this second exercise in bad manners 
(presumably of four) feels rote in compari- 
son. Even Galifianakis, a tough comic to 
write for who nevertheless owns any scene 
he’s in, pales in comparison to the Alan 
of yore. But hey, if you’re into ladyboy anal 
yuks, drug-running monkeys, and Glenn 
Danzig, you could do worse. - Marc Savlov

KUNG FU PANDA 2 D: Jennifer Yuh; with 

the voices of Jack Black, Angelina Jolie, Gary Oldman, Dustin 
Hoffman, Jackie Chan, Seth Rogen, Lucy Liu, Jean-Claude

(PG, 90 min.) 

Let’s face it: Jack Black is perfectly 
cast as the portly, animated panda Po, the 
Dragon Warrior who keeps the peace in 
Valley of Peace with the help of his com- 
rades, the Furious Five. The enthusiasm 
Black brings to the character’s line readings 
injects just the right amount of gusto, imma- 
turity, humor, and pathos to this animated 
kids’ action tale. In this second installment 
in DreamWorks’ non-Shrek franchise, Po 
has mastered the martial arts and is now 
tasked with finding inner peace. Later, dur- 
ing a moment of battle, Po notices a symbol 
that prompts a repressed memory of his 
infancy, which in turn causes him to ques- 
tion his parentage and where he comes 
from. Can the silly goose (Hong) who raised 
him really be his father? Po learns that he 
was adopted, and the evil peacock Lord 
Shen (Oldman, in his finest sneering mode) 
is the cause of his separation from his bio- 
logical parents. This beautifully illustrated 
peacock is intent on destroying kung fu 
with his deadlier cannon firepower. Toward 
this end, Shen raids Chinese villages for 
their metals, leaving swaths of destruc- 
tion in his wake. Po and the Furious Five 
counter Shen’s evil plans with a barrage 
of martial artistry, and the acceptance of 
his repressed memory of his origins leads 
Po toward inner peace. (It is intimated that 
there’s more to come on that subject in the 
series’ chapter three.) Director Yuh guides 
the film’s overall visual look into something 


quite elegant and lovely to look at, and is 
dominated by a distinctly Chinese design 
motif. The Furious Five (voiced by Chan, 
Rogen, Jolie, Liu, and Cross) add some 
enjoyable touches, but still remain mostly 
a background chorus to Po’s leadership. 
Kung Fu Panda 2 offers nothing to tantalize 
adult viewers in terms of delivering quips 
and double meanings beyond the under- 
standing of their kid companions. But kids 
are bound to get a kick out of these kung 
fu creatures. - Marjorie Baumgarten

WINTER IN WARTIME 

D: Martin Koolhoven; with Martijn Lakemeier, 
Yorick van Wageningen, Jamie Campbell Bower, Raymond 
Thiry, Mees Peijnenberg, Anneke Blok. (R, 103 min.) 

Winter in Wartime, a coming-of-age story 
set against the bleak, frozen Dutch coun- 
tryside during the Nazi-occupied winter of 
1944-45, grapples with weighty, eternal 
questions. The issues stem not only from 
the standard deprivations of the time, 
but also the timeless mysteries of what it 
means to be an adult, a hero, and a sur- 
vivor in a place where managing one out 
of three isn’t a bad accomplishment. After 
13-year-old Michiel (Lakemeier) witnesses 
a flaming British fighter plane crash in 
the woods near his home. What’s a bored 
kid to do but grab his bike and light out, 
with a pal in tow, to visit the smoldering 
wreckage? Pursued and caught by German 
soldiers, Michiel is escorted to party head- 
quarters for a stern reprimand by his father 
(Thiry) - the local mayor. Young Michiel 
views his father, the adult, as kowtowing to 
the enemy; Michiel is inexperienced in the 
subtle political machinations and manipula- 
tions that have kept his family, including 
his mother (Blok), in the Gestapo’s rela- 
tively good graces. When he later discovers 
that the downed British pilot (Bower) is 
wounded but alive and hiding in the for- 
est, the boy has history thrust upon him, 
not by choice, but by the random unlucky 
draw of the war. The abyss between the 
boy and the man he may become is cold, 
black, and unforgiving. Adapted from Jan 
Terlouw’s 1972 novel, this is an often 
emotionally harrowing depiction of a young 
idealist running smack into the brutal real- 
ity of occupied life. Cinematographer Guido 
ven Gennep matches Michiel’s sense of 
constant unease by maximizing the austere 
grey beauty of the Dutch countryside (pock- 
marked though it is by the Germans, who 
also appear grey, black, and forbidding). 

The legendary film composer Pino Donnagio 
( Don't Look Now, Dressed To Kill) adds a 
melancholy chorus of soaring strings to 
accompany the film’s several sequences of 
heroism, betrayal, and life during wartime. 
As Michiel discovers to his horror - and 
maturation - it ain’t no disco. - Marc Savlov

Comic actress Kristen 
Wiig’s hapless heroine Annie, mired in debt after 
losing the cake shop she owned with a boyfriend 
who subsequently abandoned her, sees her circum- 
stances grow even bleaker when her childhood best 
friend, Lillian (Rudolph), announces her engagement. 
She names Annie her maid of honor, but there’s 
competition for the crown in the form of Lillian’s 
new friend, Helen (Byrne). This relentlessly funny 
film mines material from the ludicrousness of the 
“wedding industrial complex,” but it doesn’t restrict 
its scope to matrimonial yuks, smartly placing the 
other bridesmaids (Kemper, McLendon-Covey, and 
McCarthy) as counterpoints on the continuum of a 
woman’s life, from newlywed to sex-starved mom.

Handled with Redford’s hallmark deliberateness, The 
Conspirator illuminates historical events surround- 
ing the trial of Mary Surratt (Wright), the owner of 
the boarding house where John Wilkes Booth, the 
assassin of Abraham Lincoln, met frequently with his 
confederates to plan their actions. In the aftermath, 
Surratt was imprisoned and tried in a military tribu- 
nal rather than a civil court. The viewers’ surrogate 
in this drama is Surratt’s defense counsel, Frederick 
Aiken (McAvoy), a Union war hero and aspiring attor- 
ney who slowly begins to doubt the woman’s guilt. 
Should any of this call to mind America’s post-9/11 
fears and the quagmire faced by the prisoners at 
Guantanamo Bay, you’re heading in the direction 
that Redford planned. Yet the film has little flash of 
life and energy. Despite becoming witnesses to a 
hanging, we leave the theatre an enervated bunch.

POLITENESS ON THE ROAD 
NOT ALWAYS A GOOD THING 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I read your column all the time and value your 
opinion ( especially if you side with me!). My hus- 
band (whom I call Bubba, if you are interested) 
frequently will stop to let someone else go first at 
intersections, even when he is the one with the right- 
of-way. He feels he is being polite, but I, on the other 
hand, think it just creates confusion and slows the 
flow of traffic. What do you guys think? Thanks for 
listening to my troubles! - Anita 

TOM: Does Bubba only do this when the other 
driver is a cute young woman? Because if that’s 
the case, we might have to side with him. 

RAY: You’re right, Anita. One of the keys to 
making this whole driving thing work is pre- 
dictability. You need to be able to predict, for 
instance, that an oncoming driver is going to stay 
in her own lane as she drives past you. 

TOM: You need to be able to predict, with cer- 
tainty, that the person making a left turn across your 
lane is going to wait until you pass. Not that you 
don’t keep an eye on him just in case he’s a moron 
or on the phone, but we rely on that predictability to 
prevent chaos and keep traffic moving. 

RAY: So when Bubba violates the expectations 
of other drivers, even if he’s just trying to be nice, 
he’s increasing unpredictability. And that means 
someone else on the road may be surprised by 
what’s happening. Which can cause an accident. 

TOM: Here’s an example: You’re driving down 
the road, and someone’s trying to exit a driveway. 
You decide to be nice, so you stop and wave the 
person out. That’s thoughtful. But the person 
behind you has no idea that you might stop in the 
middle of the road for no apparent (to him) reason, 
and he smashes into the back of your car. 

RAY: Well, legally, it’s his fault for not noticing that 
you stopped. But you created an unnecessary and 
unpredictable hazard. The right thing to do would 
have been to drive by and let the driveway dweller 
pull out when the road was clear of traffic. 

TOM: That doesn’t mean we shouldn’t be nice 
to one another on the road. We should! When 
there’s a choice that’s not dictated by right-of-way, 
or when no other moving vehicles are going to be 
affected, by all means, do the nice thing. Anything 
we can do to decrease the number of middle fingers 
flying on our roadways is worth doing. 

RAY: But tell Bubba that when he has the 
right-of-way, he should take it so that he doesn’t 
confuse other drivers. And if he wants to flirt 
with young women at intersections, tell him we 
suggest a nice, warm smile as he drives by. And 
the universal hand signal for “Call me later.”
